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TO DISSOLVE PARLIAMENT

@R. GLADSTONE RESOLVES TO 
APPEAL TO THE COUNTRY. 
YHE CABINET UNANIMOUSIN DECIDING UPON 
THAT COURSE—GREAT EXCITEMENT 

THROUGHOUT THE KINGDO©M. 

Lonpon, June 8.—Mr. Gladstone rose 
this morning earlier than usual. During the 
forenoon be had a two-hours’ conference with 
Earl Rosebery, Foreign Minister. 
the Cabinet metand by a unanimous vote re- 
solved to appeai to the country. 
by resigning they would only prolong and 
complicate the acute dispute, which will be 
terminated by the speedy dissolution of Par- 
liament. Mr. Gladstone will send a _ special 
messenger to the Queen to-night with a letter 
recommending that her Majesty dissolve Partia- 
ment asthe only means to secure a stable Guy- 
ernment. If the Queen does not exercise her 
prerogative and summons Lord Hartington to 
form anew Ministry, Mr. Gladstone, on Thurs- 
day, will ask the House of Commons to proceed 
with the Supply bill, and will indicate the 
Queen’s intention to dissolve Parliament at an 
early date. The Cabinet adjourned at 3:20, hay- 
ing been in session 1 hour and 20 minutes. 

The Cabinet was at first divided on the ques- 
tion of resigning or dissolving Parliament. Mr. 
Giadstone was emphatic for dissolution, and the 
Cabinet’s decision in favor of dissolution was 
unanimous. Mr. Schnadhorst’s caucus wiil meet 
pn Thursday. Mr. Gladstone has frequent tele- 
graphic communications with the Queen, and 
has mailed to her long dispatches. 

Tie concensus of opinion is that Mr. Gladstone 
will dissolve Parliament onthe 28ch inst. It is 
expected that the elections will occupya month 
pnd that the new House will assemble in the 
Becond week in August. The result of the di- 
vision was telegraphed to the Queen the instant 
it was known. 

There is intense excitement throughout the 
country over the outcome of the long Pariia- 
mentary contest. The Conservatives and Whigs 
Bre everywhere making the day one of jubilee, 
ringing bells, lighting bonfires, firing cannon, 
and singing ** God Save the Queen.” Dispatches 
from Ireland state that at Beifast, Londonderry, 


Lurgan, Armagh, and other towns the Loyalists 
have been stoned during their parades and 
demonstrations, but up to a late hour this after- 
noon no case of fighting or extreme violence has 
been reported. Rockets were sent up at Cole- 
raine, County Londonderry, last night, announ- 
ciug the result of the vote to the adjacent towns, 
g2nd soon the result was known throughout 
Uister. Ten thousand Loyalists paraded at Lur- 
gan this morning in honor of their victory. 

The majority against the bill surprised even 
the Unionists. Several members supposed to 
favor the bill went into the Opposition lobby. 
The crowd outside attemptea to mob Lord Hart- 
ington when he emerged from the House after 
the division. It is supposed that Sir Wilfrid 
Biunt was the intermediary between Mr. Parnell 
and the Tories during the last election, and that 
he undoubtedly did lead the Parnellites to be- 
lieve that the Conservatives would introduce a 
Home Rule bill Lord Randoiph Churchill is 
generally believed to be the member of the Con- 
servative Party who made the promise for his 
party. 

Eighty-five Parnellites voted with the Govern- 
ment. The eighty-sixth, Capt. O’Shea, whom 
Mr. Parneil insisted on having the League elect 
to represent one division of Galway, walked out 
of the House and abstained from voting. He 
announces this afternoon that he bas withdrawn 
from politics. About 12 Liberals refused to vote 
onthe division. The Liberals and Radicals who 
voted against the Government numbered 94 
and are said to be almost identical with 
those whose names were on the list pre- 
pared before the recent special meeting 
atthe Foreign Office. The only members who 
were absent were the Right Hon. Charles Pel- 
ham Villiers, (uiberal,) member for South Wol- 
vVerhampton; Sir Frederick A. Milbank, (Lib- 
eral.) member for the Richmond division of 
North Riding, Yorkshire; Frederick W. Grafton, 
(Liberal,) member for the Accrington division of 
Northeast Lancashire, and William Grey Ellison 
MacCartney, (Conservative,) member for South 
Antrim. John Bright voted with the Opposition. 
His example was tollowed by 20 Scotch Liberals. 

After the announcement of the vote was made 
in the House of Commons last night the 
members rushed to the telegraph wires to 
intorm their electors of the result of the divis- 
jon. Great crowds of people remained outside 
the House until the debate was finished and the 
vote taken. 

Mr. Chamberiain has arranged to holda meet- 
ing of his followers to decide whether they shall 
act with the Hartington committee or as an in- 
dependent political party. At present Mr. Chum- 
berlain favors the latter course. He expresses 
himself as confident of being able to retain his 
seat for West Birmingham. It is thought that 
Mr. Giadstone will not make a final statement 
before dissolution until Monday next. 

The National Liberal Federation has prepared 
a manifesto to the electors of Great Britain. It 
adopts home rule as the Liberal Party platform 
in the coming election. 

The Radical Dissidents will organize a Radical 
Union, with headquarters in Birmingham. The 
union’s programme Will include a large exten- 
sion of local! self-government in Engiand, Scot- 
land, Wales, and Ireland, coupled with supreme 
control of all by the Imperial Parliament. Mr. 
Chamberlain will made President, Jesse 
Collings Secretary, and several members of the 
present House ot Commons Vice-Presidents. 

Mr. Chamberlain, on May 381, wrote to James 
O’Kelly, Parnellite, member for North Ros- 

ommon, as follows: *“ You wroteto a New- 

ork paper, dating your communication from 
the House of Commons, that I publicly described 
Mr. Glaastone in language usually reserved for 
drunken rowdies and unfit for publication; 
also, that I go aboutamong Radical and Libera! 

embers of the House saying privately, 

Why should we concede home rule to Mr. 
Parnell? Dynamiters are on his track and 
they will kill him sooner or later.’ Both 
statements are absolutely and entirely un- 
true. Idemand your authority for these state- 
ments or their public withdrawal.” To this Mr. 
O’Keliy replied: “The statements were given 
to me py Engiish members of the House of Com- 
mons, and were not intended for publication. I 
aecept the responsibility of pub!isning them, 
however, and | decline to withdraw them, be- 
eause | have confidential information in my 
possession which convinces me that vou have 
used expressions in reference to Mr. Gladstone 
similar to those [imputed to you.” Mr. Cham- 
berlain rejoined: “I leave the public to appre- 
ciate these characteristic tactics.” 

A meeting of 40 Scotch Peers and membera of 
the House of Commons was held to-day. Lord 
Rosebery presided. A committee was appointed 
to propagate the Irish home rule doctrine in 
Sco'ch constituencies. Measures were adopted 
for the circulation of home rule literature and 
the coliection of speakers’ funas, 

The Most Rev. James Donnelly, D. D., Roman 
Catholic Bishop of Ciogher, County Tyrone, Ire- 
land, and all the priests of his diocese, have sent 
an addre-s to Mr. Gludstone stating that they 
**cunnot consent longer to be trampled upon by 
the relentiess Oranzemen of Ulster.” 

Mr. John Morley, in a speech at the Eighty 
Club to-night, said he was n0t aware when the 
Government would resign. He beiteved that, 
in spite of the defeat, the Home Rule 
bill would become a law’ very” goon. 
The cunstituencies certainly woud never 
cozssent to coercion, which meant misery 
in Ireland and disorder at Westminster. 
Every one respected Lore Hartington and his 
followers and the other Liberal dissentients, 
who would have to answer to the country for 
their conduct. He impressed upon his hearers 
the importance of not forgetting, if case of an 
election, that unless the Liberal mujority ex- 
ceeded 85 tne Purnellites would have complete 
control of Parliament. 

A conference of Mr. Chamberlain’s followers 
will probably be held on Thursday and their 
munifesto will follow. The Wigs neve virtual- 
ly decided to oppose Mr. Gladstone in Mid+ 
lothian. The lists of the Government candi- 
dates have been almost completed.

The Pall Mall Gazette puts over its editorial 
on last night’s vote the caption, “A Day's March 
Nearer Home Rule.” The ‘.azette then says it 
believes that a general election will result in Mr. 
Gladstone’s defeat, and thatasvcond election 
will be necessary before the question can be set- 
tied. “The only way,” coutinues the paper, 
‘*in which the problem can be soived is on a ba- 
sis of delegated authority to deal with specified 
local affairs, and of continued Irish representa- 
tion in the Imperial Parliament. Probably there 
may more coercion before the lrish secure 
bome rule by the consent of the British Gov- 
ernment. If they are patient, however, the 
question wiil be settled ina year ortwo. The 
danger is that if during the interval coercion 
should be resorted to it would be met by out- 
rages. To that challenge of strength there 
would be a savage and resolute response.”’ 

The St. James's '.azette says: * The great ‘aye’ 
or ‘no’ must be spoken before the homerule 
fiend can be squelched. The unionists will not 
shrink from the decision with last evening’s 
honors fresh on them. The Disruption bill and 
Mr. Gladstone will give both nations abundant 
trouble for many years, but both are politically 
dead and past resuscitation.” 

The Echosays: ‘“ Weare hopeful that all this 
discussion and excitement wili clear the atmos- 
phere, and thatthe Irish andthe English, asa 
result, will understand each other better. Both 
have unexhausted capacity for co-operative ac- 
tion and forthe joint trustof unity and prog- 
ress. We believe that both peoples for genera- 
tions to come will feel the beat of one national 
heart and interest and enjoy a common and 
equal destiny.” 

The (lobe (Conservative) says: “* The division 
last night averted the danger of the substitution 
of one-man power for Parliamentary Govern- 
ment. A most imperious, powerful, and despot- 
ic Minister bas been told that the House of 
Commons will remain free and independent. 
This is the heaviest fail that Gladstone 
has ever received. His arrogance has offend- 
ed the most influential of his coileagues, 
and he is now surrounded by puppets, and is 
mainly dependent on the Parnellites. He will, 
doubtless, attempt to regain his position. He is 
imbued with a belief that the British classes op- 
pose him and the British masses support him. 
Anelection alouve will dispel his illusion. His 
public career is practically ended. It is to be 
wished that it bad ended in a more patriotic 
way than in an attempt to destroy the union for 
the sake of party gain and the gratification of 
personal ambition.” 

The Freeman’s Journal, of Dublin, Mr. Parnell’s 
organ, says: “ The principle of home rule is for 
the moment defeated, but ‘it is not killed. The 
bill has been lost, but the principle of home rule 
triumphs. The3ll affirmative votes cast last 
night tor Mr. Gladstone’s meusure virtuaily com- 
mit Parliament to homerule. Who should say 
the matter rests there ?” 

The Dublin “xpress (Conservative) says: “It 
is vet too soon totriumph. ‘The Constitution, it 
is true, has won the first pitched battle, but the 
campaign has only begun.” 

The Cork Herald (Nationalist) says: ** Let the 
friends of Ireland be dignified, patient, forbear- 
ant, The English democracy will rally and scat- 
ter the false Liberals, When England finally 
rejects a settlement it will be time enough for 
Irishmen to nerve themselves to struggle anew.” 

Tne Cork + zaminer (Nationalist) says: ** ‘he 
progress of Irish nationality bas been checked, 
but only at a point wnich five years ago it 
seemed impossible for 1t to reach. The Irish 
question is now in the forefront of politics. De- 
feat cannot relegate it to a minor place.” 

The Cork Constitution (Tory) says: “ A calam- 
ity to ireland and a crowning disgrace to Enxg- 
land have been averted in the defeat of Mr. 
Gladstone’s seditious plot against the Queen, and 
pod ladstone has been disgraced and dishon- 
ored. 


SERIOUS RIOTING IN IRELAND. 

Bevrast, June 8.—Rioting was renewed 
here this evening. A mob of Orangemen 
wrecked a number of houses of Catnolics and 
threw stones at the police, severely injuring 
some of them. The riotact was read and the 
police fired upon the mob, which replied with 


revolvers. Many were injured on both sides. 
The police finally triumphed. 


Dosiin, June 8 — Midnight.—Rioting 
continues in the Orange districts or 
Monaghan. At Lurgan several  amilitia- 
men have been wounded, some _ houses 
wrecked, and several persons shot, some 
being dangerously wounded. One Thomas Gal- 
lagher was shot dead. Troops have been ordered 
from Armagn to clear the streets. Almost ail 
the constables were injured by stones or bricks. 


WHAT MOONEY AND EGAN SAY, 

Burra.o, N. Y., June 8.—James Mooney, 
ex-President of the Irish National League, 
speaking of the defeat of Mr. Gladstone’s home 
rule measure, said: “Iam neither disappointed 
nor disheartened. I have faith in the justice of 
the cause, and am quite sure the time has gone 
by when Ireland can be ruled by coercion. 
I do not believe that the people of Great 
Britain can afford to keep upa policy which is 
alike contrary to Civilization and to every luw, 
human an: divine. In my opinion Mr. Gladstone 
will be sustained by an overwhelmiug vote in an 
appeal to the peopie,and Mr. Parnell’s follow- 
ivg will be yet turther increased to 95,” r. 
Mooney said further that there would be no 
lack of money to back up the Irish people in 
their struggle.

She will 
probably be pulied off by tugs at tie next high 
tide, Capt. Staiutborp says that he took a pilot 
aboard yesterday aiternvoon, but did not give 
him charge of the vessei until about 
4 o'clock. After being in the fog 
for several hours be saw land, 
and when off Pon Quogue took a sounding and 
found a good depth of water. The fog aguin 
becume thick. He steamed ahena slow y, and 
was surprised when he grounded. He had 
no idea tbat he was s0 close to the 
shore. The Captain and crew, 21 in all, remained 
aboard. The Merritt Coast Wrecking Company’s 
tug Rese e arrived at tue steamer at 10 o’clock 
to-day, ready to pul: her off at high tide. The 
vessel is not injured.

THE HONEYMOON ENDED 


MRS. CLEVELAND ENTERS THE 
WHITE HOUSE AS MISTRESS. 
THE LAST MORNING AT DEER PARK GLAD- 
DENED BY EX-SENATOR DAVIS'S SMILE 

AND STEPHEN B, ELKINS’S PRESENCE. 

WAsHINGTON, June 8.—The President’s 
honeymoon trip is ended, and at sundown to- 
night Mrs. Grover Cleveland entered the White 
House onthe arm of her buspand, to remain 
there as its mietress. There bad been no special 
preparations to receive her, except tbat the 
wedding decorations nad been cleared away 
and the gardener nad. placed in the bride's 
chamber and on the dining room table 
bunches of bright and frazrant flowers to 
lend sentiment to her welcome. The 
Rev. William N. Cleveland, Mrs. Hoyt, the Presi- 
dent’s sister, and Miss Rose Cleveland were at the 
White House to greet tne lovers, and they, with 
Col. Lamont and bis wife. composed the family 
wathering at -upper. It was because of the 
need that Mrs. Hoyt and the Rev. Mr. Cleveland 
should return home by to-morrow that the stay 
at Deer Park was cut short a day, a8 the Presi- 
dent thought tnis mizht be the Jast chance fora 
family meeting tor a long time. 

The homeward trip of more than 200 miles 
took less than seven hours, and closed guite an 
eventful day. The last night at Deer Park was 
a restful one for all at the cottage, yesterday’s 
exertions having put the gentiemen, especially 
little Mr. Lamont, in a condition to woo sleep 
with signal success. The White House custom, 
indeed, of early rising, although matured by a 
year of steady practice, was disregarded to the 
extent that there was not that prompt response to 
the breakfast call which might have been ex- 
pected of one of Mr. Lamont’s punctilious and 
military habits. When he finally appeared his 
sprightly step bad gone, and he walked as though 
rubber rods incased his romantic lege. But his 
mustache was all right, and when he smiled, as 
he felt it his duty to do over the bride’s break- 
fast pleasantries, the creases in his cheeks looked 
as though, with care and vaseline, he might save 
his outer skin from the peeling ravages of sun- 
burn. 

The President was fresh and robust, and ap- 
parently the better for his outing on Deep Creek. 
Trout, of course, were served among the break- 
fast dishes. All ate heartily of them and admired 
their flavor, following the President’s observa- 
tions in that respect. After the dishes were 
emptied, and while the gentlemen were puffing 
their cigars upon the porch, with the ladies for 

company, ex-Senator Davis brought Stephen B. 
Elkins along to be introduced. Mr. Eikins was 
rosy and loquacious. The President said he had 
heard of him, at which all laughed, and Mr. Elkins 
replied that under the circumstances, with a bow 
to the smiling bride he could not regret that the 
President had heard from him to such little pur- 
pose. The chat continued in this vein until the 
President’s carriage came up. Then, while the 
ladies went to prepare for the drive Mr. Elkins 
said to the President that Elkins the elder had 
been a life-iong Democrat, and a red-hot rebel; 
that be joined the rebel army at 55, and had 
fought through the war, and that ever after the 
war the ambition of his life had been to seea 
Democratic President. “*l wish he might see 
you, Mr. President,” said Elkins, 

*I would be happy to see him,” the President 
replied. 

Just then Mr. Elkins’s four boys, Blaine, Rich- 
ard, Davis, and Stephen, scurried xcross the lawn. 
They were ivtroduced to the President, the first 
two, aged 4 and 6, as Republicans, and those of 
maturer growth, aged 7 and 9,as Democrats. 
The President said something about a diviued 
household, but expressed the hope that it might 
become harmonious under the wise guidance of 
the two eldersons. Then. the ladies came down 
stairs ready for the carriage. The bride wore 
her favorite suit of gray. All took pleasant 
leave of Mr. Elkins. 

The cariiage wus joined at the Davis cottage 
by ex-Senator and Mrs. Davis and their daughter, 
Mrs. Lieut. Brown, in the Davis double phaeton. 
Both carriages went through the village street. 
The villagers turned out to see them, and Mr. 
Davis bestowed on them one of his compre- 
hensive smiles along the whole length of the 
street. The viliage eyes, although not turned 
upon his carriage, could not shut out from the 
line of their view the breadth and magnitude of 
that smile, and when they saw it vanish at the 
bend of the road across the raiiroad track, they 
taiked irnreverently about bim and sneered at his 
patronizing ways. Tbe way he bad smiled at them 
and waved bis hands spoiled their sight of the 
bride, and some of them were so mad that they 
saidif the President really thought seriously of 
making him Secretary of the Treasury they 
would senda village protest against it, backed 
with affidavits that he had read himself out of 
the party in the Jast campaign vy working the 
influence of the Virginia Central Road, running 
from Piedmont, and which he controis, for 
Blaine, and by devoting himself otherwise in be- 
baif of the Republican candidate.

After a short stay the horses headed home- 
ward, landing the party again at the cottage at 
about 11 o’ciock. he drive to the nilltop had 
borne heavily upon the springs of the President's 
carriage. This strain was relieved on the way 
home by the transfer of Col. Lamont to the pnae- 
ton, the sprines of which were built for heayy 
mountain travel, After the return to the cot- 
tage preparations began for the journey by rail. 
There was not much for the bride to do, as 
others bad relleved her of the packing, but she 
took up the bunches of cut flowers that had luin 
in the house several days, and with the light of 
gencrosity beaming from her violet eyes direct- 
ed that the flowers be distributed among the de- 
tectives and the workmen at the hotel. They 
pinned them to their coata and seemea very 
gratefu: for this token of her esteem. 

Mr. Elkins went back to the cottage about 
noon. Hesaton the veranda and taiked to the 
President about what a fine region this was, 
Ex-Senator Davisadved asothe delight of his 
smile-pervading preseuce to this closing hour. 
At about 12:45 o’clock the carriages drove up. 
They were driven quickly to the siding on which 
the special train stood. John W. Davis re. 
ceived them there,and helped the President 
assist Mrs. Cleveland within thecar. Col. and 
Mrs. Lamont, ex-Senator Davis, Jobn W. Davis, 
and Mr. Eikins entered the caralso. Ex-Senator 
Davis and Mr. Elkins had volunteered to attend 
the pany as far as Piedmont, 20 miles down the 
road. The President seemed proud of such a 
distinguished and loyal escort. The start was 
made at 12:56. 

Deer Park village has a station of its own, a 
half mile below the spot from which the train 
had started. Mayor Graham and the village peo- 
ple were at the station. The party did not ride 
in Mr. Garrett's car, in which the up-trip was 
mude, but satin Joho W. Davis's car at the rear 
of the train. His car drew up in front of asture 
with the sign of Davis Bros., facing the railroad 
track. It wus said to be One of the scenes of the 
ex-Senator’s glory and profit. The President 
#ad not time to inquire how it worked 
to pay off lumbermen in ordets on the store, tor 
the people were cheering and crowding up to 
the car with such persistency that the President 
and bis bride stepped out on the platform and 
heid out their hands to beshaken, When Mayor 
Graham came along the President was duly in- 
formed of the dignified station of the young 
villaze store cierk. “ Aha," he said heartily, * I 
know how that is, for wus once Mayor 
myself.” Then the whistle tooted, but whether 
in honor of this now bistoric meeting, or 
asasignal fora start, no one knew. At any 
rate, no start was made until the bride had de. 
scended two steps to take the band of a diffident 
Village woman. and had returned to: the dovor- 
way blushing aud uappy over her first public 
triumpb. That little act bad gone straigut to 
the hearts o. the mountain peuple, and as the 
train moved off the bride’s last glimpses of her 
hoveymcon home was tbrouuzh the hat-throw- 
ing, bandkerchiet-waving, windpipe-distended 
Village population. 

The trip down the mountain to Piedmont gave 
the bride vistas of churming scenery, in which 
mountain and vatley,and wood and meadow 
laud chased and overiapped each otber, The 
descent Was timed as though the train was loth 
to leave the coo: mountain for the sultry valley, 
and it took 47 minutes to runthe 2 miles to 
Pie:mont. In that run the bridul tarty cume 
200 feet nearer the level of Washington, 
although still close to 800 teet above it. Every- 
body was out at Piedmont, dressed iu their Sun- 
day best, and bound tosee the bride. When the 
train slowed up the peose began to shout and 
to wave flays. Some or them stood close enough 
to the cars to toss their bats eawainst the win- 
dows, and trom that line of enthusiasts ciear 
back to the doorways of the station and on each 
side of the station page | girisin white dresses, 
women witb their babies, spruced-up men, 
and the poor trash in their tatters joined in tne 
noisi-st kind cf welcome. That institution of 
West Virginia known as the Piedmont Brass 
Band was out on t eo with bloated 
cheeks and breastbo: igh, but beyond the 
solemnity of their ,.csence the President 
couldn’t have told had he been @ Mozart whether 
they were piaying * Xum Yum” or the * Mulli- 





gan Guards.” This wasn’t the band’s fault 
either, but that of the obstreperous crowd, who 
wanted the President to know—and make no 
mistake about it—that high jinks were going on 
at Piedmont in his honor. 

The smile of ex-Senator Davis, who had 
worked up this jubilee, was convulsing as he 
stepped out on the platform with the President 
and the bride. One of the village lights, for 
whom a path was made to the car, winked at 
Senator Davis and made deprecating gestures at 
him to give him to understand tbat an orator 
who was to have been imported for the occasion 
hadn’t shown up, but Mr. Davis smiled on un- 
dismayed. ‘The winker was in despair, and hav- 
ing come under the President's inquiring gaze 
he mumbled something about the people ex- 
pecting a gentleman to speak for them on this 
occasion, “You seem to be speaking pretty 
well for yourselves,” replied the President.

tion of the child’s mother and her numerous 
friends. A man in fresh clothes eaged up 
toward tbe car and shoute : out: 

* Iam the Sheriff of this county, but I don’t 
expect to fuilow in your footsteps.” 

“Come ahead,” the President replied, “I'll 
make way for you.” 

This wus about the boundary of ex-Senator 
Davis’s balliwick, and thereafter the train went 
along without delay or remarkabie demonstra- 
tion, It tad passed at Keyser from the charge 
of Trainmaster Dunlap to that of Supervi-or 
French,and a new engine was ahead. Waving flags 
were the last the party suw of Keyser. At Cum- 
berland, 23 miles further on, acrowd came out, 
but had to Le content with the President’s bows 
from the back platrorm. Then speed became an 
object. The train was running as the second 
section of the Chicayo limited, wit: 40 minutes 
between the two at Cumberland. There 
were long stretches of level track ahead, 
and nothing in the way, so the engineer 
bowled along with increasing speed while 
lunch wasserved. Then he let himself out. It 
was 5:30 o’cluck at Martinsburg when the train 
began tiying. Huils, cliffs, and valleys got allio 
a jumbie, and the stream at the roadside looked 
like a streak of mud. Just 20 minutes later 
the bridge was reacned at Harper’s Ferry,a dis- 
tance of 19 miles from the starting — 

The bride was delighted. Then the train went 
slowly, giving tae party a good look at Joho 
Brown's Fort, and at the crumbling church in 
which he entrenched himself fora time. Once 
across the bridge the train struck u gait ot 50 
m les an hour,and kept it pretty steadily the 
rest of the way home.

The Presi- 
dent didn’t seem to mind it, but 
raised nis hat as high ‘and as often 
as if he was passing between ranks of the 
diplomatic corps in fuil dyess. The bride looked 
weary and dusty, but she walked at the Presi- 
dent's side unsupported, nn gre, | here and 
there a slight inciination of the head as the 
gathering cheered her. 

The party went direct to their carriages and 
took the shortest route home, arriving there at 
7:35 0’clock. Acrowd at the White House porch 
saluted as they passed indoors,

THE ASSAULT ON REFORM

DEBATING THE RIDER TO THE 
LEGISLATIVE BILL 
MR, HOLMAN ADMITS THAT THE OBJECT IS 
TO PUT DEMOCRATS INTO OFFICE—THE 
NAVAL CADET BILL KILLED. 

WASHINGTON, June 8.—It is customary 
when an appropriation bill is to be considered in 
Committee of the Whole for the member baving 
the bill in charge to suggest tothe Speaker in 
advance the member of the House considered 
most suitable to preside, A few days ago Mr. 
Holman, anxious to obtain a Chairman upon 
whom reliance could be placei to secure 
such rulings as he wants without regard 
to the rules of the House, intimated to 
Speaker Carlisle that he would like to have 
Mr, Springer made Chairman during the consid- 
eration of the Legislative bill. The Speaker, who 
is bound to regard the rules as well as Mr. Hol- 
man’s wishes, exercised his prerogative of se- 
lection, and put Mr, Blount, instead of Mr. 
Springer, inthe chair when the } ill was taken 
up to-day. The result may prove that the 
selection was very judicious. Mr. Blount 
is honest, straightforward, and wise. 
Mr. Springer is apt to be = slippery 
and foolish. Hes not friendly to civil service 
reform, principally because the law and the 
rules stand in the way of Democratic possession 
of some 15,000 offices. His rulings in the last 
Congress on the Post Office Appropriation bill 
led to the conclusion that he favored the sub- 
sidy that the Pacific Mail and other companies 
were seeking, and his course at that time has not 


added to the degree of confidence reposed in 
him, 


After the bill was taken up to-doy, with Mr. 
Blount in the chair, Mr. Holman eaolained the 
objects of the new features of the bill. He gave 
most of his time to an attempt decently to apol- 
ogize for his assault upon the President in pro- 
posing practically to abotish the competitive 
system, He had evidently Jost sight of 
his former rigid opposition to the use 


of riders on appropriation bills, and 
drove ahead recklessiy at the system 
that does not allow headsof departments to 
scrutinize the lists of etizibles,so as to get out 
the Democrats in every case without fail, In 
reply tu questions, be admitted that that was the 
Object. Mr. Springer made an exceeding!y silly 
sveech, in which he insisted thut there could 
be no such thing as civil service reform 
until balf -the offices in the classified 
service are held by Democrats. His 
view of the object of Mr. Holmuan’s 
amendment was not different from that of Mr. 
Holman, but it was expressed more boldly. Mr. 
‘Taulbee, of Kentucky, voiced his well known 
hostility to the civil service law, and ia reply to 
a question of Mr. Long, as to why the Demo- 
crats do not repea!) the law, he answered that 
that was precieely what he wasin favorof doing. 
Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, charged the Democrats 
with having ignored the rules «f the House, 
not only in offering the civil service legislation 
in the bili, but in attempting to increase the 
salaries of officers. Mr. McComas, of Maryland, 
also spoke against the attempt by the Demo- 
crats to coerce the Preside:it into an abandon- 
ment of his welleknown position on civil ser- 
vice. To-morrow, the debate will be resumed 
and several members of the committee, both 
Republicans and Democrats, will be heard. The 
point of order will be made when the objection- 
able clause is reached, which will not be until 
the bill is under consideration by sections,

Mr. Beck and other members of the Senate 
propose to kill the Oleomargarine bill, which 
was referred to the Agricultural Committee 
after a hot fight yesterday, by treating itas a 
revenue measure and attempting to make it 
the vehicie for carrying an entire tar- 
iff bill. The Kentucky Senator has led 
the rest by proposing to add to the bill 
as an amendment tbe entire Morrison 
tariff biilas it was originally reported to the 
House by the Waysand Means Committee. He 
intimates an intention to offer otber revenue 
aud tax amendments trom time to time, all of 
which will go to the Committee on Agriculture. 
lf, he says, that committee can properiy con- 
sider a revenue bill, which he declares is 
the character of the Oleomargarine measure, 
then it can also consider tariff questions. 
and everything else which usually goes to the 
Finance Committee. Mr. Dawes is another Sen- 
ator who appreciates the true character of the 
Oleomargarine bill, and so he has offered and 
bad sent to the Agricultural Committee an 
amendment providing that the term “ wool- 
en cloths” in existing tariff laws shali be 
construed to include worsted cloths, and 
that the term “knit goods” shull_ be 
construed to apply only to ga:ments shaped 
wholly by knitting. Other Senators are still to 
be heard from, and there isa tair prospect that 
when the bill comes back from the Committee 
on Agriculture there will be a debate which will 
cover a good deal of ground that may naturally 
be traversed in the discussion of mere out and 
out tariff measures.

The young men who were discharged from the 
navy after completing the course of instruction 
at the Annapolis Academy, and who have been 


seeking the aid of Congress to be restored to the 
service, met with a decisive defeat to-day 
in. the Senate. Mr. Butler was the only 
Senator who took enough interest in their 
cause to make a set speech in favor of their 
bill, although incidental remarks by Mr. Dawes 
showed that he believed their claim to be just. 
Mr. Butler spoke earnestly and worked hard to 
save the bill, but Mr. Hale. Mr. Plumb, Mr. 
Saulsbury, Mr. McPherson, and Mr. Vest were 
too strong to be overcome by his single effort. 
The test vote was taken on Mr. Butler’s amend- 
ment, which provided that the restored officers 
should not be entitied to back pay. A bare 
quorum of the Senators responded to the roll 
call, and of these 22 voted against the amend- 
ment and only 17 for it. Mr. McPherson was 
willing to have the members of the Classes of 
8: and '82 who were at sea when discharged by 
the law of 1882 restored, but as it was evident 
that no bill could be passed he withheld an 
amendment to that effect, and on Mr. Hale’s 
motion the measure was laid upon the table by

Through inadvertence Speaker Carlisle to-day 
handed to the reading clerk of the House a let- 
ter from Postmaster-General Vilas, addressed to 


the Committee on Rules and conveying some in- 
formation as to what would be the result of the 
application of tne eight-hour law to employes 
of the Post Office Department. While the let- 
ter was withdrawn, «enough of it was read to 
show that an enforcement of the eight-hour 
jaw would be expensive in one direction. Mr. 
Vilas estimates that the extension of the eight- 
nour provision to letter carriers will increase 
the cost of that service $1,250,000 a year. If an 
attempt is made to put the raiiway postal clerks 
at work at eight hours a duy, the Postmaster- 
General believes it will prove to be impractica- 
dle owing to the pecu:iar character of the sery- 
ice. Should the attempt be made without regard 
to the difficulties presented, the cost would 
probably be ar increase of the present expense 
of avout $2,000,000 annually. Exactly why the 
Committee on Rules desired this information no 
one connected with the committee seems to un- 
derstand or be willing toadmit. The Committee 
on Labor has reported a bill extending the bene- 
fits of the eight-hour law to all c asses of Goy- 
ernment employes, and it will probably come up 
for discussion on the day set apart for that com- 
mittee. 





RAWLFEY SPRINGS DFSTROYED. 

HARRISONBURG, Va, June 8 — The 
greater portion of Rawley Springs, situated 12 
miles west of this place, was destroyed by fire 
between 2 and 4 o’ciock this morning. The 
main building, known as the Virginia Hou xe, 
the Washington House, the dining room, 
kitchen, bakery, and storehonse, with all their 
furniture, were totaily destroyed. The Balti- 
mre House was saved. The fire issupposed to 
have originated in the kitchen or bakery. 
The in-uraice aggregates $13,:00, as follows: 
Portsmouth (Va.) Company, $1,500; Georvia 
Home, $3,000; Hope, New-O: eans, $3,0uu; Fire 
Ass ciation, Philadelphia, $!.750; Phenix, Brook- 
iyn, N. Y., $1,000; Vitwinia Fire ard Marine.$2,750.

RHODE ISLAND’S BOSS WINS. 
_ 
BRAYTON CARRIES THE DAY BEFORE THE 
LEGISLATURE, 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., June 8.—As was indi- 
cated in last evening’s dispatches, the General 
Assembly to-day gave their highest indorsement 
to ** bossism”’ and refused to repeal the law un- 
der which Charles R. Brayton was elected Chief 
of the State Police for the enforcement of the 
prohibitory amendment to the Constitution of 
the State. When the boat left here for Newport 
this morning the friends of Brayton began 
to lobby and the country members of 
the Legislature were rapturously greeted 
by the workers. When the House had 


been called to order half a dozen members pre- 
sented petition upon the top of petition for the 
removal of Brayton, the aggregate of signatures 
being upward of 3,000, 1nciuding manufacturers, 
merchants, and representatives of all the pro- 
fessions. Benjamin M. Bosworth, Jr., wio was 
Bruyto ’s candidate for Attorney-G- neral, 
opened the bail by moving that the petitions be 
tabled, but that motion was withdrawn and an- 
other offered to refer them to the Senate, an 
entirely unprecedentec proceeding. The friends 
of the petitioners objected to this, and after a 
lively skirmish the papers were referred to the 
Committee on Special Legislation. 

A bil was tien introduced for an act repeal- 
ing those sections of the law for the suppre-sion 
of intemperance which created the office of 
Chief of the State Pol:ce and detailed his du- 
ties. Immediately Brayton’s friends began to 
toss the bill about like a football. If any one 
spoke in tavor of it a coterie of Braytonites 
amused themselves by interjecting sarcastic re- 
marks in sutniued tones. Those who spoke 
against the bill seemed proud of their former 
action; said that if they had the matter to do 
over again they would repeat the vote where- 
by Brayton was elected; stated broadly that 
no committess could give them any in- 
formation which they did not already 
poe or furnish them any aid. So effective 

ad been the lobbying on the boat that two of 
the members who had opposed Brayton now 
came out and declared that they would vote for 
him. The whole bur ten of the discussion seemed 
tu be that the memb:rs bad been tusuited by the 
criticisms of the vaiiy press, the clergy, and the 
business men, and for that reason, above all oth- 
ere, regurdless of what the people saia, despite 
the protests of the Pronibitionists, despite the 
scandal which the election had brought upon 
the State, the House voted by 56 to 12 not to re- 
peal the obj ctionable sections of the law. 

After the House adjourned Brayton was seen 
on the sidewalk, in front of the Perry House, re- 
ceiving the congratulations of bis friends, and 
among those who eagerly pressed forward to 
catch a kindly smile from the vrand * bos." were 
several ot the members of the House who had re- 
fused to listen to the voice of the people or con- 
sider th» protests of the Prohibitionists. Possi- 
bly an attempt will be made to-morrow to intro- 
duce a resolution caliing for the election of an- 
other Chief of the State Police.

THE VERY SLOW PROGRESS . OF 
THE PROSECUTION. 
WARRANTS WHICH HAVE NOT BEEN SERVED 
AND TRIALS NOT YET BEGUN—UNHAP 
PY MEN IN MONTREAL, 


The Grand Jury sworn in for this month 
by Judge Gildersleeve is expected to do some 
very creditable work in indicting the alleged 
bride givers in the Broadway Surface Railroad 
matter, and itis hoped that thistime the war- 
rants issued will be served. The fact 
that seven indictments were found in 
April became noised about at the 
time, and for some as yet unexplained 
’ reasons the persons indicted were not arrested, 
These indictments were presented against al¢ 
leged bribe givers. While everybody was won- 
dering why the warrants were not issued and 
served, one warrant was issued, and it was un- 
derstood at the time that it called for the im-~- 
mediate arrest of Jacob Sharp, the grand 
master of all the boodle men. The gentle- 
men who frequent the District Attor- 
ney’s office awaited the arrival of Mr. 
Sbarp, but the great boodle master did 
not appear with the detective as was expected. 
The detective returned alone, and those who 
hoped to see Mr. Sharp inthe District Attorney's 
office were greatly disappointed. Day after day 
passed away and Mr. Sharp came not. Then 
bets were freely offerad that Mr. Sharp not only 
would never be tried for bribety, but would 
never be arrested. April and May-died away, 
and Mr. Sharp was still free to chuckle over his 
freedom and to swagger and say: ** Who's goin‘ 
to ’rest me, I’d like ter know.” 

When the public clamored for the arrest of a 
bribe giver James Richmond was nabbed and 
held up to public gaze. This was satisfactory so 
faras Richmond went, but the public wanted 
Sharp. They telt that Sharp was the king bee, 
and that Richmond was only a follower. Every 
day or two it was semi-oflicially announced that 
Sharp was about to be arrested. Occasionally 
it was suid that important evidence which would 
make Sharp’s conviction certain was still lack- 
ing, and that it would be an _ unsafe 
venture to gather him in until the chain 
of evidence against him was complete. 
The failure to arrest Sharp, after so much wag 
said concerning the determination of the Dis- 
trict Attorney, has excited much comment 
throughout the city. Everybody who bas taken 
any interest in the proceedings ugainst the 
boodle Aldermen was long ago satisified that 
Sharp furnished the money to bribe the Alder- 
men, and that it would be highly proper to place 
him on the road to Sing Sing. One of the Alderé 
men (Jaehne) is in prison, but the public appe- 
tite for that sort of thing has not heen appeased 
and there isa batnpon er feeling that tne rest of 
the bribe takers and bribe givers should be sent 
the same place. 

There is also a widespread fecling that the 
prosecution of these people is not being carried 
on with that degree of swiftness which would 
satisty the public heart, and the Judges of the 
Courts of General Sessions are wondering why 
Mr. Martive does not send some of the indicted 
Aldermen before them for trial. They are ask- 
ing. why Mr. Martine thinks it necessary 
to send auch cases before the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer instead of placing 
them on the calendars of their courts. 
The Court of Oyer and Terminer will adjourn at 
the end of this month until September or Octo- 
ber, and this is the month in which the boodle 
Aldermen are to be disposed of in rapid order. 
On Monday a number of murder cases were set 
for trial in that court, and it is doubtful 
whether any of the indicted Aldermen will be 
tried before the court adjourns for the Summer. 
This will throw their cases over until September 
or October. 

That the public may not be altogether dis- 
heartened it is proposed to have some bribe 

ivers indicted by the present Grand Jury. The 
naictments found in April against the same 
men will probably be destroyed, and warrants 
may be issued on the new ones. Perhaps Jacob 
Sharp and the other alleged bribe givers may 
then be arrested, and some time next Fall 
or in the following Spring one or 
more of them may be tried. It is 
highly probable tbat under ‘this state of 
affairs the only conviction to be recorded for the 
year will be that of Juehne. Judge Gilder- 
sleeve, in charging! the Grand Jury on Monday, 
called their attention to the fact that only one 
of the alleged bribe givers, Kichmond, had been 
arrested. e said that important information 
concerning the bribe givers would be laid before, 
them by the District Attorney. Afterward, toa 
reporter, Judge Gildersleeve said that he thus 
addressed the Grand Jury at the request of the 
District Attorney, but he did not know the char- 
acter of the information in Mr. Martine’s pos- 
session. 

The politicians are winking ateach otherand 
wondering what will be the upshot of the whole 
affair. A gentleman well known in this city, 
who returned from Montreal yesterday, said 
to a TIMES reporter last evening that it was posi- 
tively not true that “ Billy” Moloney had sailed 
for Europe from Quebec several days ago.

Moloney said that 
he hoped that the District Attorney would dis- 
pose of the boodle cases in short order, as he 
isanxious toreturn tothis city us soon asthe 
Aldermen are put outof the wuy, or as soon aa 
it becomes evident tbat they cannot be con- 
victed and the prosecution abandons the strug-

WHEELER’S SLANDERS. 

MR. KELLEY DENOUNCES THE ALABAMA 
MEMBER AND READS AN IMPORTANT 
LETTER WRITTEN BY MR. STANTON. 

WASHINGTON, June §&.—Mr. Kelley, of 
Pennsylvania, called up as a privileged question, 
in the House to-day, the motion submitted by 
him toexpunge from the HKecord the speech of 
Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, upon Edwin M. Stan- 
ton. He based his question of privilege 
on a conscious, deliberate, persistent abuse 
of an of the House by the 
Representative from the Eighth District of 
Alabama. In lieu of the motion made yester- 
day, he submitted a resolution reciting that Mr. 
Wheeler had been guilty of an abuse of the 
order of the House, inasmuch as his speech had 
not been made upon auy pension bil. and de- 
claring that asthe delivery of the speech was 
without the sanction of the House, and in con- 
travention of the special order, said speech be 
expunged from the Necord and prohibiting the 
Public Printer from publshing it in pamphlet 
or other form. 

Mr. Kelley then proceeded to speak, and his re- 
marks were listened to with great attention by 
the House. He was unwilling, he said, that 
future readers of the Record of the proceedings 
of this Congresa should, by any possibility, be 
able to suspect him of having sat by, through 
what must have inyolved three hours, listening 
to the slanders which hud been’ refuted 
for 2 years, and many of which were now 
absolutely putrescent, on one of the 
most unselfish patriots the country ever 
produced and one of the most beloved 
friends he hadever known in bis long life. He 
was upwilling that he should be suspected of 
listening to a paver which feebly regretted that 
in a Moment cf heat itsauthor had denounced 
Abrabam Lincoln and Edwin M. Stanton as con- 
spiratois, and Stanton as an arch-conspirator 
against the character of particular American 
citizens and as combining to thwart the success 
of the Union Army. He was unwilling that 
posterity should be told through the Congres- 
sional fecord that the Republican Party had sat 

juietly in the hours of midnight to hear these 
slanders on Lincoln and Stanton, poured out 
hour by_bour, and that no man, either Repub- 
lican or Democrat, who had periled his life un- 
der the administration of the war power by Lin- 
coln and Stanton tor the support of the Union, 
should bave failed to say these slanders are now 
offensive to the vulfactories of all honest, loyal 
Uniov men, having festered in heaps, breathing 
noxious odors, or being consigned years ago to 
the cesspools of gossip.

RAPID TRANSIT FOR BROOKLYN. 
Rapid Transit Commission No. 1, of 
Brooklyn, met yesterday and adopted articles of 
association for acompany to build the Union 
Elevated Railroad. The capital stock will be 
$1,000,000, and the commission has provided for 
10 different routes throughout the city. The 


first, which begins at Fulton Ferry, and extends 
along Fulton-street to the city line, must be 
completed within three years from May 1, 1886. 
Route No. 2 begins at the junction of Fulton 
and Flatbush avenues,and extends along the 
jatter and Fifth-avenue to Greenwood, and 
must be completed within three yeurs from 
Aug, 1, 1886. A continuation of this road to 
New-Utrecht is provided for, to be constructed 
in five years. Route No.3isatunnel branch 
from Fifth-avenue to the station of the Pros- 
pect Park and Coney Island Railroad. Myrtle- 
avenue, froro Fulton-street to Broadway, is 
fixed upon for routes Nos. 4 and 5, both of 
which must be built before Aug. 1, 1889. 

Routes Nos.6and7are for branch roads, the 
first to the bridge and the second along Broad- 
way to the Williamsburg ferries. Route No. 8 is 
& circuitous one, beginning at the intersection 
of Fran’slin and Myrtie avenues and extending 
along ‘Wythe and Division avenues ana First 
and Grand streets to Greenpoint. it must be 
ready for travel by May 1, 1890. Routes Nos. 9 
and 10 provide for the construction of a short 
road in Adams, Sands, and Washington streets 
within two and one-half years from Aug. 1, and 
another along Hudson-avenue, from Fulton to 
Park, within three years from May 1. The rates 
of fare will be the sameas those on the Third 
and Sixth avenue roads in this city. Stock sub- 
scription books will be opened atthe Fulton 
Bank to-morrow morning.

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.NEW-ROCHELLE DECIDES'TO BUY’ 


HUDSON PARE, 

A MOST EXCITING ELECTION, WITH A VICTORY 
FOR THE CITIZENS AND A TRIUMPHANT 
PROCESSION AND FIREWORKS, 

Yesterday was a great day in the history 
of New-Rochelle. A town election in June is 
not a usual thing in Westchester County. But 

New-Rochelle had one yesterday, and, in the 

opinion of the great majority of her citizens, 

she acquitted herself nobly. New-Rochelle’s 
election was held in order to decide whether or 
no she should buy Hudson Park. She decided 
by a vote of 326 to 143 that she would havea 
park, Never in the history of the town 
of New-Rochelle has such excitement 
been known within her borders as yesterday 
seized upon her sons and daughters. The prop- 
erty which is known as Hudson Park, and 
which New-Rochelle*yesterday marked as her 
own against the wishes of Mr. Iselin, who wished 
to possess it, ig a charming little strip of land. 

It includes a number of stately trees, patches of 

green lawn, and picturesque rocks. Besides 

commanding 3 magnificent view of the Sound 


it igs rich in _ historical associations. It 
was here that the Huguenot founders 
of New-Rochelle landed two centuries ago. 

Yesterday morning the citizens of New-Ko- 
chelle arose with the determination to settle, 
once and for all, the Hudson Park matter. They 
bad for some weeks heard of, spoken of, thought 
of,and dreamed of nothing except the park. 
When the polls opened at noon it was thought 
that the park advocates would win by asmall 
majority. As the afternoon advanced the 
neighborhood of the Town Hall presented a 
busy scene. Hacks with workers for drivers 
stood in readiness to perform the bidding of the 
bosses. The leaders of each faction thronged the 
sidewalk and prepared to control as many as 
possible of the free and independent property 
holders of New-Rochelle. Women and children 
stopped to gaze at the unwonted scene and 
swelled the crowd to proportions unusual in 
New-Rochelle. The audience room of the 
Town Hail had been set apart for the election, 
and its floor had been newly spread with clean 
shavings in honor of the occasion. The Justices 
of the Peaceand the other officials who were to 
supervise the election sat on the stage benind 
the table on which had been deposited the ballot 
box. A few of New-Rochelle’s little band of 
policemen were on hand to preserve order. On 
the bulletin board outside the door of the Town 
Hall were pasted colored handbills which read 
as follows:

In front of a neighboring saloon was an im- 
mense Canvas screen on which had been written 
in \arge letters some of the arguments in favor 
of purchasing the park. Hack after hack drove 
up to the door of the Town Hall and deposited 
numbers of aged and infirm and lazy voters, 
The crowd and theexcitement increased as even- 
ing approached. At8 o’clock,when the polls were 
closed, the hall was crowded with an expectant 
crowd. Nearly every man present favored the 
purchase of the park. There now seemed no 
doubt that the park advocates would win. 
Some of the more patriotic of the citizens rushed 
out and purchased all the brooms in town. They 
had already secured all the fireworks, intending 
to dump these into the Sound if Mr. Iselin should 
win the day. Others tried to negotiate for the 
balance of the products up to date of the New- 
Rochelle brewery. 

When the authorities announced that the 
* fors” hadit by a majority of 183 out of a vote 
of 469 asbout went up which shok the Town Hall. 
The elated citizens tooted horas, waved brooms, 
and, rushing into the streets, formed a proces- 
sion. Two fifeand drum bands had been se- 
cured, and with this music several hundred 
of tbe victors started for Hudson Park 
in order to take possession. Among their 
leaders were J. H. Ryley, the comedian, 
and Philip Goather, the scenic artist, bothiof 
whom are property holders in New-Rochelle. 
As the procession marched toward the park, 
where the fireworks had been placed in readi- 
ness for letting off, Mr. Ryley issaid to have 
quoted, with a slight alteration, from tke lines 
of the Lord High Executioner, with which he 
is familiar: ** There will be general rejoicings and 
a display of fireworks. Mr. Iselin may not see 
them, but they’! be there all the same.”

MRS. DUDLEY SENT TO AUBURN. 
Mrs. Lucille Yseult Dudley, who in Feb- 
ruary of last year attempted to shoot O’Dono- 
van Rossa and who since her trial bas been con- 
fined in the lunatic asylum at Middletown, was 
last Monday transferred to the lunatic asylum 
for the insane criminals at Auburn. About a 


month ago an effort was made to secure her re- 
lease under the condition that she would returo 
to England. Judge Brown, of the Supreme 
Court, before whom the matter was brought, 
was willing to consent to her discharge under 
that condition, but the plan failed, because the 
woman could find nobody in this country ready 
to guarantee payment of the expenses of her re~ 
turn. The State Board of Charities was then ap- 
pealed to, but refused to act on the ground of 
lack of funds. 

When told that she would have to be removed 
to some other asylum Mrs. Dudiey expressed a 
desire to be transferred either to Poughkeepsie 
or Utica, But the laws of 1884 gave the asylum 
authorities no option in the matter. They were 
compelled to send her to Auburn. An order was 
procured from Judge Brown and the transfer 
was made on Monday. She went willingly and 
without causing any trouble, and seemed appar- 
ently resigned to her fate.

termined opponent. The ballot resulted in the 
election of Mr. Amison by a vote of 69 to 45, 
Mr. Amisop thanked the convention for the 
compliment paid the South and hiscity.

After passing 
the first buoy, Hanlan still + rowing 
along, easy stroke, pulled up and passed Lee. Lee 
immediately afterward put onaspurt and took 
the lead again, Hanlan giving way to him, and 
apparently making no effort to maintain the first 
place in the race. For nearly a mile toward the 
end ofthe race Lee rowed within half a dozen 
lengths of Hanlan, but when within a few hun- 
dred yards of the finish Hanlan again pulled 
up, but Lee won the race two lengths ahead of 
him. Conley was a fuir third, but Hosmer 
was fully a quarter of a mile behind 
when Lee finished. Lee’s time was 17:31. 
Hanlan was in fair condition, and surprise was 
expressed on all sides that he did not make a 
greater effort to win the race. 

A consolation race of a mile and a half was 
won by Hamm, Ritz second, and Plaisted third. 
Time—8:0234. Hanlan and Hosmer leave imme- 
diately to arrange for the regatta at Lake St. 
Joseph.

HUMBLE IMITATORS OF NEW YORK’S BOODLE 
ALDERMEN. 

CHICAGO, IIL, June 8.—The regular Mon- 
day night meeting of the City Council was a 
very stormy one, the session lasting until nearly 
2:30 o’clock this morning. The pending meas- 
ure was the ordinance’ granting the 
North Chicago City Railway Company the 
right to change its horse car lines into a 
cable system. The fight lasted five hours and 
the debate on both sides was very heated. The 
ordinance was finally adopted by a vote of 


24 to ll. An ordinance giving the same 
company the right of way through the 
La Salle-street tunnel was referred to a 
committee. During the earlier part of the ses- 
sion the ordinance providing for the employ- 
ment of 50 additional policemen was passed over 
the Mayor’s veto without discussion. The vote 
stood 3 for to 20 against, 

The papers comment severely on the Council’s 
action in the matter of the street car fran- 
chises. The News heads its account of the 
session with: ‘Does it mean _ boodle?” 
The Herald inquires: ‘“*Has Chicage its Jake 
Sharp?” Stress is laid upon the fact that 
Yerke, President of the; street railway com- 
pany, is a Philadelphian, and was at the head 
of a syndicate which secured many privileges 
from that City Council. The Philadelphia or- 
dinance, however, contained many restrictions 
and requirements which were voted down here. 
It was urged that the ordinance increased the 
value of the company’s franchise to the extent 
ot $1,000,000. Amendments to compel the com- 
pany to issue transfer tickets to other di- 
visions of the city, to compel the company 
to sell 25 ride tickets for $1,to imposeonly a 
three-cent fare for short distances, to compel 
the company to keep the snow off the tracks, and 
prohibiting it from obstructing the streets by 
piling the snow on either side of its roadway, 
were all defeated. Alderman Colvin appeared 
to lead the forces for the car company, and 
whenever an amendment was offered would ex- 
claim, “ Boys, better vote that down, 1 guess,” 
and the “* boys’ favariably did so.

‘MR. GLADSTONE’S CLOSING WORDS 


FOR HOME RULE. 
MR,- CHAMBERLAIN AND LORD SALISBURY 
RIDICULED—AN IMPRESSIVE APPEAL 
FOR JUSTICE TO IRELAND, 


The closing portion of Mr. Gladstone’s 
speech, preceding the division on the Home Rule 
bill, was received too late for publication yester- 
day morning. It is given in full below: 


* But I go on to another pious belief on the 
other side of the House, or at all events one that 
1s often professed in controversies on the Irish 
question. It is supposed that all the series of 
abuses of English power in Ireland are anc:ent 
history, and that from the time of the union 
there has been a steady redress of grievances. 1 
am sorry to say there bas been nothing 
of the kind. There has been a period when 
grievances have been redressed under com- 
pulsion, as in 1829, when Catholic emancipation 
was granted to avoid civil war. There 
have been grievances mixed with the 
most terrible evidences of the general 
failure of the Government, as was exhibited 
by the Devon Commission in 1848. It is impos- 
sible to know what was tbe proportiqn of the 
population which, 40 years after the union, was 
described by the Devon report as worse 
and more disgraceful than any popula- 
tion in Europe. O’Connell assume it 
at 5,000,000 out of 7,000,000. Sir J. Grabam ad- 
mitted that it was 8,500,000 in 1815. The inter- 
tangling usages and provisions of _ the

We propose 
this measure so that Ireland may make her own 
lawa, It ig not enough to say that you are pre- 
pared to make good laws. You were pre- 
pared to make good laws for the colonies 
They were totally dissatisfied with them. You 
accepted their claim to make their own laws. 
Ireland, in our opinion, has a claim not less 
good. [Cheers.] 

** And now, Sir, what is before us in the event 
of the rejection of this bill? Mr, Chamberlain 
has proposed alternatives, plenty ot 
them. [Laughter.}] He says that dis- 
solution has no terrors for him. 
Ido not wonder at it. I do not sea how disso- 
lution can bave any terrors for him. He has 
trimmed his vessel and touched his rud- 
der in such a masterly way that which- 
ever of the winds of heaven may blow 
it must fill his sails. [Laughter and cheers.] 
Suppose at the election public opinion should be 
very strong for the bill. My friend is perpectiy 
well prepared to meet that public opinion 
by saying, “I declared strongly that I adopted 
the principle of the bill.” [Laughter and cheers. ] 
Suppose on the other hand that public opinion 
should be very much adverse to the bill. Again 
ke hasa complete armor because he says, “Yes, I 
voted against the bill.” [Loud laughter and 
cheera.] Suppose public opinion is in favor 
of a very large plan forlIreland. My friend 
is perfectly provided for in that case also. The 
Goverpment plan is not large enough for 
him. He proposed in his speech on its intro- 
duction that we should have a measure 
of federation which goes beyond this bill. Last- 
ly—and now [ have nearly boxed the compass— 
[laughter]—lastly, suppose that public opinion 
should take a different turn and instead of 
wanting very large measures for Ireland should 
demand very small ones—well, the resources of 
my friend will be able to point out that the last 
of all his plans was to establish four Provin- 
cial Irish Councils controlled from London. 
[Laughter and cheers.}] {[ do not wonder 
that dissolution has no terrors for him. [Laugeh- 
ter.] Well, Sir, when I come to look at these 
practical alternative provisions, I tind they are 
visibly the creatures of vivid imagination, born 
of the hour and perishing with the hour,[cheers, } 
totally, absolutely unavailable for the solution 
of a great and difficult problem. [Cheers.] 

“Lord Salisbury has given us rival plans. 
[Laughter.} Lord Salisbury’s policy has not been 
disavowed, therefore itis adopted. What is it? 
{Laughter.] Great complaints are made be- 
cause it has been called the policy of coercion. 
Lord Salisbury is stated to have explained that 
he is not favorable to coercion, but only to leg- 
islative provisions for preventing interference 
by one man with the liberty of another, and tor 
insuring the regular execution of the law. [Op- 
position cheers.] And that you say is not coer- 
cion. [Cheers.] Was that your view six months 
ago? {Loud ministerial cheers.] 1 feel that in 
attempting to palter with the demana of Ire- 
land, that any rejection cf qa conciliatory 
policy mignt have an effect, that none of 
us could desire, in strengthening that 
party of disorder which is behind the 
back of the Irish’ representatives, which 
skulks in America, which skulks in Ireland, [Op- 
position cheers,] which, I trust, is losing ground 
and is losing force, [Parnellite cheers,] and which 
will lose ground and will lose force in propor- 
tion as our policy is carried out, and which I 
cannot altogether dismiss from consideration 
when I take into view the conseguences which 
might follow upon its rejection, ([‘* Hear! 
hear !’*] What is the case of Ireland at this mo- 
ment? Have the gentlemen considered that 
they are coming into contact with wa nation? 
{Loud cheers. ] a 

“This, if I understand it, is one of the 

golden moments of our history, one of 
those opportunities which may come, may 
go, but which rarely return, or, if they return, 
return at iong intervals and under circum- 
stances which no man can forecast, There have 
been such golden moments even in the tragic 
history of Ireland. As her poet says, ‘One time 
the harp of Innisfail was tuned to notes of giad- 
ness,’ and then he goes onto say, * But yet did 
oft times tell a tale of more prevailing sadness.’ 
But there was such a golden moment. It wasin 
1795. It wasa mission of Lord Fitzwilliam, and 
at that moment it is historically clear that the 
Paritiament of Grattan was on the point 
of solving the Irish problem. The two great 
knots of that problem were, in the first place, 
Catholic emancipation, and, in the second place, 
reform of Parliament, The cup was at her lips 
and she was ready to drink it, when the band of 
England rudely aud ruthlessly dashed it to the 
ground in obedience to the wild and dangerous 
intimation of an Irish faction. [Cheers.] * Ex 
illo fluere ac retro sublapsa referri spes Da- 
naum, 
* There has been no great day of hope for Ire- 
land, no day when you might hope completely 
and definitely to ena the controversy, till now, 
after more than 90 years. The long periodic 
time has at last run out and the star has again 
mounted up into the heavens. What Ireland 
was doing tor herseif in 1798, we, at length, have 
done. The Roman Catholics have been emanci- 
pated—emancipated after a woeful disregard of 
solemn promises through 29 years; emancipated 
slowly, sullenily; not from good-will, but from 
abject terror, With ali the fruits and con- 
sequences that will follow that method 
of legislation. [Cheers.] The second problem 
has been also solved, and the representation 
of Ireiand has been reformed, and 1 am thank- 
ful to say that the franchise was given to Ire- 
land together with the readjustment of last 
year withafree and open hand. That gift of 
franchise was the last act required to make the 
success of Ireland in her final effort absolutely 
sure. [Cheers.] 

* We have given Ireland a voice and we must 
listen to what she says. We must all listen— 
both sides; both parties I mean, as they are di- 
vided on this question; divided, lam afraid, by 
an almost immeasurable gap. [Cries of ‘ Hear 
hear!) I believe that there is in the breast of 
mary @ man who means to vote against us to- 
night a profound misgiving, approaching even 
to a deep conviction, [Opposition cries of 
**No!” and home rule cheers,} that the end will 
be as we foresee it and not as you do; that 
the ebbing tide is with you and that 
the flowing tide is with us. [Ministerial cheers. ] 
Jreland stands at your bar expectant, hopeful, 
almost suppliant. Her words are the words of 
truth and governess. [Opposition laughter and 
home rule cheers.] She asks blessed oblivion of 
the past, and in that oblivion our interest is a 
deeper interest than hers. Go into the length 
and breadth of the world, ransack the literature 
of all countries, and find if you can a single 
voice, asingle book—find, I would almost say, as 
much as a single newspaper article in which the 
conduct of England toward Ireland is anywhere 
treated except with profound and bitter con- 
demnation. Are these the traditions by which 
we are exhorted to stand? Oh! They area sad 
exception to the glory of ourcountry. [Cheers,j 
They are more than a black blot upon the pages 
of its history, and what we want to do is to 
stand by the traditions of which we are the heirs 
in all matters except our relations with Ireland, 
and to make our relations with Ireland conform 
to the other traditions of ourcountry. [Cheers.] 
So we treat our traditions; so we hail the 
demand of Ireland for what I call a blessed 
oblivion of the past. She asks also a 
boon for the future, and that boon for 
the future, unless we are much  mis- 
taken, will be a boon to us in respect to 
honor no less than a boon to her in respect to 
happiness, prosperity, and peace.

BETTING AT SHEEPSHEAD BAY.

they expect to be aple to evade the law. The 
bookmakers are to be furnished with tables, at 
which they will sit and receive such money ag 
may be intrusted tothere. Inthe centre of the 
circle which the tables will form under the bet- 
ting booth a huge slate will be placed, on which 
will be inscribed the odds “likely to be ob- 
tained.” By such persons as.wish to try and ob- 
tain these odds the bookmakers may be used as 
banks of deposit. Depositors will, in return for 
the money, receive from the bookmakers a cer- 
tificate reading as follows: 

“ Received from A. B. $—to bet ——to —— on [name 
of horse]if the same can be obtained. No responai- 
bility beyond the smount received if bet is not placed. 
Bets made verbally only. No responsibility bet is 
unpaid. Commission, 1 per cent.’’ 

The counsel for parties in interest think this is 
a safe method of betting and one that will pre- 
vent police interference.

The Senate appears to have decided by 
B& majority of one that the bill imposing 
an internal revenue tax on oleomargarine 
fis not arevenue measure.

The seeds of political corruption which 
mave been sown during long years of 
iring rule in Rhode Island have yielded 
‘the fruit to be expected of such a sowing, 
‘The General Assembly of the little State 
‘yesterday, by a vote of 56 to 12, refused 
to pay heed to the indignant protests of 
the recent mass meeting made up of the 
most intelligent, honorable, and prom- 
\inent men in the State against the contin- 
‘ance in office of CHARLES R. BRayYTON, 
the defaulter and political corruptionist, 
lately chosen by the Legislature as the 
chief officer to enforce the prohibitory law. 
This Legislature is plainly quite as cor- 
rupt and shameless as any that ever as- 
wsermmbled at Albany. Its determination to 
‘retain the notorious BRaYTON in office will 
undoubtedly cause a very serious division 
in the Republican Party in Rhode Island, 
'The party is manifestly worthless for any 
good work in that State so long as it is 
‘under its present leaders, and the fight 
‘to cast them out should be vigo7fously 
,pushed.

feating an important act of legislation.

Our esteemed contemporary Crrus W. 
FIELD is not yet quite out of the woods. 
The committee of the Massachusetts 
Legislature which recently concealed 
CyRvs’s native hue under a liberal coat 
of whitewash was more kind to Cyrus, 
it seems, than the Legislature itself 
is likely to be. The report of the 
committee on Cyrus's claim upon 
the Commonwealth growing out of the 
sale of the State’s New-England Rail- 
road bonds, was such a surprising and 
ridiculous document that the Legislature 
could accept and adopt it.only at the 
expense of its reputation for common 
sense. The committee found that Cyrus’s 
intentions toward the road and its cred- 
itors were entirely honorable, though it 
was proved by a dozen witnesses whose 
testimony was not discredited that Cyrus 
had professed intentions which were en- 
tirely dishonorable. It will give the Leg- 
islature some trouble to get over this little 
point, and, if it does not wish to stultify 
itself, it will be obliged to stand by Gov. 
ROBINSON and leave Cyrus to his fate. 
There will be no special cruelty in this 
course. CYRUS is tough. 








The official dispatch was not needed to 
show that a dissolution of Parliament 
would follow the defeat of the Home Rule 
bill As was pointed out in these columns 
yesterday, an appeal to the country is the 
next step in the effort to take the Irish 
question finally out of English politics. 
Nothing could have prevented such a 
result except the willingness of some 
Conservative or moderate Liberal to form 
a Government. This could not have 
averted it long, and this was in the last 
degree unlikely, since the new Govern- 
ment would have been forced to produce 
an Irish programme of its own, and no 
plan thus devised could receive any- 
thing like the support in the House 
of Commons that 
the bill just defeated. Whatever may 
be the complexion of the new House, it is 
extremely unlikely that Mr. CHaMB RLAIN 
will retain in it the influence which has 
enabled him in tnis Parliament to wreck 
the principal measure of the Ministry of 
which he was a member at the beginning 
of the session. 








The races that are to result in designat- 
ing the yacht to be pitted against the 
Galatea will be of hardly less interest 
than the races to be contested with that 
cutter for the America’s Cup. The Puri- 
tan has already left Bosion for these 
waters to take part in these pre 
liminary races, and the question to 
be decided in them 
mainly the question whether that fa- 
mous and fortunate boat is faster than the 
Atlantic. It seems to be at least doubt- 
ful whether the Priscilla has been so much 
improved as to give her a chance against 
her victor of last year, while the new 
Boston sloop that was built expressly to 
beat the Puritan is confessedly not now in 
a condition to perform that difficult feat. 
The Mayflower, it seems, is not to be en- 
tered for the three regattas that are to 
give the new sloops a chance. If the 
choice should fall again upon the winner 
of last year, yachtsmen will be even more 
confident of retaining the cup against the 
Galatea than they were against the Ge- 
nesta. 


ASSAILING THE REFURM LAW. 


The House, in Committee of the Whole, 
took up the Legislative, Executive, and 
Judicial Appropriation bill yesterday, and 
Mr. HoLMaN made the cnstomary expla- 
nation of its provisions. Although this is 
one of the most important of the general 
appropriation bills, the preliminary de- 
bate shows that in the opinion of the 
House the short proviso by which Mr. 
Houtman and Mr. RaNnDaLL hope to break 
down the civil service reform law 
overshadows the entire measure to which 
it has been attached. In the debate Mr. 
Houtman and Mr. R:NpDALL did not appear 
to advantage. They were forced to lay 
aside their masks and admit that it was 
their purpose to destroy the law. No 
other interpretation can be given to their 
words by persons who know, as they 
know, what the effect of the proposed 
legislation would be. 

At the outset Mr. Hotman asserted 
that the proviso did not call for ‘“‘a 
change in existing law,” but ‘‘ simply for 
a limitation onthe expenditure of the 
money.” This was a cheap and trans- 
parent attempt to obscure the facts. The 
sole object of the provisois to change the 
rules so that executive officers can se- 
lect Democrats exclusively for appoint- 
ment, and to destroy the competitive 
feature of the Reform act by permitting 
the appointment of favorites and parti- 
sans after a pass examination. Mr. HoL- 
MaN confessed that his purpose was to 
‘‘enlarge the scope of choice,” and that 
the enactment of the proviso would in- 
crease the number of employés appointed 
on account of their political creed. 

The bill was prepared by Mr. Hotman, 
but it was reported with the approval of 
the Chairman, Mr. RaNnpaLl, and of a 
majority of the committee. The proviso 
is supported by Mr. RanpDaLL, and he 
may have caused its insertion. During 
the debate he defined his position with 
regard to it. The rule which the pro- 
viso would change was, he said, 
“a rotten branch on a_ healthy 
tree, and he wanted to take an axe and 
chop it off.” But this rule is one that 
provides for an enforcement of the foun- 
dation principle of the reform act—the 
selection of employés for merit alone, 
without regard to political faith. It would 
have been more manly for Mr. RanDaLL

“T bave heard it said that no President can 
well get along without a party, and that unless 
President CLEVELAND satisfies the Democratic 
spoilsmen he will have no party at all. But, let 
me ask, what kind of a party would he have if, 
sacrificing his word and honor, he did satisfy the 
spoilsmen? What kind of a party would the 
Democracy be if it actually succeeded in break- 
ing down the honest purpose of the bravest man 
oo its rolls, and made it known to the American 
people that there was no intention ever 80 
fair, no purpose ever so honest, no will ever so 
determined, no courage ever so dauntless, that 
could stand up against the power of evil in its 
composition ?”* 

It would be a contemptible party, and 
unquestionably it would be a minority 
party. Some of these men who are trying 
to dishonor themselves and the President 
might prefer to be in a minority party if 
they could make satisfactory bargains. 
But if they should succeed in pulling the 
President down to thier own level they 
would not thereby put an end to reform 
in the civil service. They could only delay 
for a short time the permanent establish- 
ment of that reform. They would sooner 
or later see fulfilled this prediction made 
by Mr. Scuvrz last Saturday night in 
Boston: 

“The spoils system is as certainly doomed as 
slavery was. I do not hesitate to make this pre- 
diction. As the Republic grows in numbers and 
power its Government grows in importance. 
The interests it administers, the functions it ex- 
ercises, the means of which it disposes. and the 
machinery it employs constantly expand, what- 
ever we may do to restore or preserve 
its simplicity. The American people instinct- 
ively feel that there are in that Gov- 
ernment dangerous tendencies which must 
be restrained. And the day is not far, when 
every thinking and patriotic citizen of this Re- 
public will stand fairly appalled at the thought 
that the vast machinery of this great Govern- 
ment should have go long been permitted to re- 
main the mere spoil of party warfare, and that 


mere bands of rapacious patronaye hunters, held 
together by tne cohesive power of public plun- 
der, and to muke it the most absorbing busi- 





ness of legislators to find public offices for 
the largest possible number of their hench- 
men. And then that shallow and shortsighted 
statesmunship of sneering mock virility will be 
swept out of the way asthor ughly asa quarter

GOVERNMENT SCILNIIFIC WORK. 


The joint commission of Congress ap- 
pointed to consider and report upon the 
present organization of the scientific 
vLureaus of the Government, consisting of 
Senators ALLI-ON, Haute, and MorGan 
and Representatives Lowry, Walt, and 
HERBERT, have not been able to agree in 
their conclusions and recommendations. 
A majority, consisting of Messrs, ALLI- 
son, Hate, Lowry, and Walt, favor 
the retention of the Coast Survey 
under the Treasury Department at 
least until the survey is completed, 
while Messrs, MorGaN and HERBERT 
believe that the work could be more 
economically and speedily done if it were 
transferred to the Hydrographic Office of 
the Navy Department. This is, perhags, 
where it logically belongs, but consider- 
ing that the bureau as now constituted 
has been engaged upon this work for 
more than half a century and may com- 
plete it within the next ten years, there is 
no sufficient ground for a change at pres- 
ent, The work is purely scientific and so 
long as it is in competent hands it may as 
well be continued with its nominal con- 
nection with the Treasury Department. 

The commission makes no criticism 
upon the way the work has been done or 
upon the management of the bureau, 
though in recent years there has been 
some ground for this. It attributes the 
inaccuracy of present charts to changes 
which have taken place in the coast line, 
and the majority concurs in the view 
that when the survey is com- 
pleted it will be time enough to 
raise the question whether the hydro- 
graphic work involved in resurveys shall 
be transferred to the Navy Department. 
It favors for the present a continuation of 
the interior geodetic work, Though it is 
not absolutely necessary for the construc- 
tion of coast charts, it is valuable for de- 
rtermining latitude and longitude and fo 
fixing points from which future surveys 
may be made either by State or National 
Government. This appears to be of suf- 
ficient importance to justify the continua- 
tion of that branch of work, which cannot 
be doneon a proper scale except by na- 
tional authority. 

The same majority makes a favorable 
report upon the work of the Geological 
Survey. Prof. PowkLw’s estimate that a 
complete geological survey of the country 
will take twenty-four years and cost 
$18,484,000 is treated as probably an un- 
derestimate, The Director reckons tosome 
extent upon the co-operation of the States, 
but the commission is doubtful of the 
propriety of making arrangements with 
different States, as it will create a con- 
fusion of accounts and furnish an induce- 
ment for extending the survey into one 
State or group of States in preference to 
another. The former difficulty cannot be 
very formidable, and if any State or 
group of States is prepared to co-operate 
inthe work and beara share of the ex- 
pense it would seem to be entitled to any 
preference that it may thereby secure, I¢ | 





is certainly very desirable that such co- 
operation should be secured so far as 
possible, rather than that the Nation- 
al Government should do the whole 
work, while certain States do prac- 
tically the same for themselves. There 
is certainly no occasion for a duplica- 
tion of the work, and there is a decided 
advantage in a single direction of the sur- 
vey. The geological survey is one that 
ought to be continued on a systematic 
plan and under competent direction. The 
only member of the commission who un- 
dertakes any criticism of Prof. PowE L's 
management of his bureau is Mr. Her- 
BERT, and Mr. MorGan joins him only in 
recommending a restriction of the pale- 
ontological work. 

The commission is equally divided on 
the subject of the Signal Service Bureau, 
Mr. Wait joining the minority in favor 
of making it a civil establishment. The 
other members admit that the work is in 
no sense of a military character, and say 
that if the question were a new one they 
would recommend a civil bureau. This 
seems to us to give away the whole case. 
If the work is not military and if there is 
no value in the military rules and dis- 
cipline that are kept up, the fact 
that the bureau is misplaced is no 
reason for keeping it where it is, 
but rather a reason for _ rectify- 
ing the mistake that has been made. 
Messrs) Morgan, HERBERT, and WAIT 
express the belief that the “‘ present sys- 
tem of mixed military and civil regimen 
in the bureau is injurious to the service,” 
and that Congress should abolish the 
‘‘corps of soldiers in name who are not 
soldiers in fact, but a mere uniformed 
police, to watch the weather and to watch 
each other.” They speak of the complaints 
of bad treatment, harsh punishments, the 
denials of the right of petition, and of 
a redress of grievances, &c., which have 
disgraced the service under the present 
head of the bureau, matters to which the 
other members of the commission make 
no allusion. There is but one rational 
way of dealing with the Signal Service 
establishment, and that is to abolish it as 
an appendage of the army, make of it 
a purely scientific bureau, and place it in 
charge of a competent chief qualified for 
its administration, This would put an 
end to the scandals that now disgrace it 
and greatly increase its value and effi- 
ciency. 








SUSTAINING 1HE MONOPOLY, 

Judge Don A. Parvez, of the United 
States Circuit Court, and Judge Epwarp 
©. Bituincs, of the Eastern District 
Court of Louisiana, in their decision 


| granting the Bell Telephone Company the 


injunction asked for in the New-Orleans 
case, declare that in all the evidence 
placed before them they ‘“‘nave found 
nothing that shows that BELL has done 
or caused to be done anything inconsist- 
ent with his right to be called an honest 
man with clean hands.” These Judges 
believe Prof. BELL to be a good man 
and the inventor of the telephone. 
On the other hand, they have a very poor 
opinion of ELisHa Gray. They look upon 
him evidently as a sort of public nuisance. 

The decision of Judges PakDEE and 
BILLINGs is a very comprehensive and 
sweeping document. It omits nothing 
which could give aid and comfort to the 
Bell Telephone Company, nothing which 
could fortify it in its monopoly of the 
telephone service of the entire coun- 
try, and nothing which could add 
to the humiliations and discourage- 
ments of the National Improved Com- 
pany, against which suit was brought 
for infringement. The issue was con- 
tested on both sides with remarkable 
vigor, and twenty-one days were con- 
sumed in taking the evidence and hearing 
the arguments. The infringing company 
was represented by able attorneys, and 
we have no doubt that it made the best 
fight possible, for Mr. Van BeNTHUYSEN 
is a terribly pugnacious person, but the 
victory of the Bell Company was com- 
plete and overwhelming. The National 
Improved people were routed at every 
point. 

The granting of the injunction has oc- 
casioned no surprise. Since the Bell Com- 
pany obtained its first favorable decisions 
in the collusive suits there has been a long 
line of similar decisions in the Circuit and 
District Courts, and it was not to be ex- 
pected that Judges Parpee and BILLINGS 
would have the hardihood to violate the 
‘‘comity” of the courts by rendering a 
contrary decision. These Judges affirm, 
however, that they do not rest their con- 
clusions upon the decrees of other courts, 
but have examined and determined for 
themselves the questions raised. The 
language of their decision shows that they 
have at least attempted such an examina- 
tion. The result of their examination is a 
decision in favor of BELL upon every 
point raised. They are convinced that 
the invention of the telephone is set 
forth in BgEu’s claim and_ specifica- 
tions as originally filed, and they 
wave aside contemptuously all testi- 
mony tending to show that he by fraud 
and wrong availed himself of Gray’s ideas. 
They affirm that “‘ the court itself through 
its own senses was convinced that the 
transmission of speech had been com- 
pletely attained by means of the Bell ap- 
paratus as exhibited by figure No. 7.” 
This will surprise nobody so much as BELL 
himself, who absolutely and totally failed 
to make his instrument talk until after 
his patent had been issued and he had 
connected with it the water trans- 
mitter described in GrRay’s caveat, 
The second ground of defense of Mr. 
Van BENTHUYSEN’S company, which was 
that Puitip Reiss, of Germany, invented 
the telephone years before BELL began his 
experiments, was very curtly passed upon 
by these Judges. Their judicial minds 
were entirely satisfied that the Reiss tele- 
phone was never able to transmit articu- 
late speech, although it is known to every 
one familiar with the telephone contro- 
versy that there are many witnesses to the 
actual use of the Reiss instrument for con- 


versational purposes, 
This decision has no special bearing 


}upon the suit brought by the Govern- 


ment to test the validity of BruL’s patent. 
The reasoning and conclusions of Judges 
Panprz.and Brimras may or may not be 
adopted by the court in the Columbus 
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suit. But the decision is interesting as an 
example of the tendency of the courts in 
this country tosustain and strengthen cor- 
porations which have grown rich and pow- 
erful by extortion and the abuse of their 
privileges. It follows in the same line with 
the decision of the New-York Court of 
Appeals in the Hatch and Wiliams cases 
affirming the right of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company to inflate its capital 
stock indefinitely The money interest 
involved in the American Bell Telephone 
Company’s struggle to maintain its pat- 
ent amounts to something like $100,000,- 
000, The capital stock of the par- 
ent company itself is $10,000,000. 
ALEXANDER GRAHAM BELL has been 
made two or three times a _mill- 
ionaire by the fruits of his patents. 
GRay, on the contrary, is a poor and 
friendless man, and Judges Parpgee and 
Biuuinas do not hesitate to express their 
contempt for him. They decline alto- 
gether ‘‘ to pass upon the evidence relating 
to the tergiversations and claims of 
Gray.” Yet Exisoa Gray, on the 14th 
of February, 1876, had invented and de- 
scribed a practicable speaking telephone, 
while the most that ALExanpDER GRAHAM 
Brett had done at that time was to 
invent and describe a multiple tel- 
egraph machine, which, to be sure, would 
transmit, among other things, vocal 
sounds, but not intelligible speech, as ap- 
pears from BELL’s own statements, Three 
weeks later, when he had stolen Gray’s 
device, he attained Gray’s success. 

Some time, it may be, a learned and im- 
partial United States Judge will take as 
much pains to examine the grounds upon 
which the validity of the Bell patent is 
contested as Judges ParpzE and BILuInas 
have taken to find and set forth reasons 
why it ought not to be contested,

ASSESSMENTS, 


Mr. ARTHUR, the Chief of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, exhibited 
his usual good sense when he said of 
trades unions that ‘“‘strikes mean assess- 
ments, and assessments mean death.” 
Death to the trades unions was, of course, 
what he had in his mind. But in the 
meantime assessments may mean a more 
luxurious livelihood to the men who pro- 
mote the strikes and collect the assess- 
ments than they could enjoy by using 
their exertions in any other direction. 

The Empire Protective Association is 
now agitated by the question what has 
become of the money paid by those of its 
members who were at work for the support 
of its members who had gone on strike at 
the order of the Executive Committee. 
This is a question not susceptible of an ex- 
act answer. The Executive Board has been 
changed once or twice since the strike 
was ordered. The men who have been 
kept at work say that they have 
paid over various sums to the members of 
this board. The strikers say that they 
have not received the full amount they 
were promised, It is not likely that any- 
body knows how much was collected or 
how much was disbursed, not even the 
members of the Executive Board them- 
selves. To show this it would have 
been necessary to keep accounts in 
detail of the sources of revenue and 
the objects of expenditure of the 
Executive Board. It does not appear that 
any such records were kept, or, indeed, 
that there was anybody connected with 
the Executive Board who was capable of 
keeping them. It is known that O’Donx- 
NELL, one of the Executive Board, blos- 
somed out in new clothes and watch 
chains as soon as the strike was 
well under way and the assessments 
began to come in, and also that when he 
was arrested for rioting he pulled out of 
his pocket a bundle of bank notes amount- 
ing to several thousand dollars, wrapped 
up in a newspaper, and proffered them as 
bail for his appearance. Of course this 
was not his own money. Without doubt 
it was made up of the contributions of the 
faithful. If he considered the keeping him- 
self out of jail a legitimate use of the funds 
of the association he might equally well 
have considered it proper to expend so 
much of the money of the association as 
might be necessary in enabling a member 
of the Executive Board to appear with 
such impressive and dignified circum- 
stances of clothing and jewelry as befit- 
ted his august function. 


However this may be, it seems clear that 
the treasury of the Empire Protective As- 
sociation has been the pockets of the 
members of the Executive Board, and 
that they have spent the money accord- 
ing to their discretion, They have had 
the handling, since the strike began, of 
more money than it is probable any of 
them had ever seen before, They kept 
no books, being ignorant of the art of 
bookkeeping, and they can have had no 
intelligible system of tracing either what 
they received or what they paid out. 
Nevertheless, they collected money from 
some thousands of men for the relief of 
some hundreds, and this process has been 
going on ever since the strike on the 
Third-Avenue Road was ordered. 

It would not be right to assume that 
these men were not honest. Certainly 
their lack of system is not to be ascribed 
to dishonesty, but to sheer incapacity for 
the functions they assumed to discharge, 
Their very lack of system, however, 
would serve as a shield for dishonesty. 
It would be almost impossible to convict 
men of embezzlement who had collected 
from nobody knows how many men no- 
body knows how much and paid out no- 
body knows how much to nobody knows 
how many. If the contributors to their 
fund acquiesced in this disposition of it the 
committeemen intrusted with the money 
would be almost more than human, being 
ignorant and needy men, if they did not 
put their personal necessities first among 
the proper objects of expenditure. And, 
after all, there is no greater presumption 
in favor of the honesty of acar driver 
than of the Director of a railroad or of a 
bank, who would assuredly be generally 
suspected of embezzling trust funds if he 
were unable to give a clearer account of 
what had become of them than these men 
can give. 

It is evident that the Executive Com. 
mittee, or whatever the central body may 
be called, has a very powerful motive 








for instigating strikes and tie-ups, Even | 





if its meiabers are above converting 
contributions to their own use, they live 
better as committeemen than they 
would live as car drivers, and they as- 
sume an importance which disappears 
as soon as the difficulty is over. It 
has been shown that a great majority 
of the men “ tied up” on Saturday were 
opposed to quitting work and that no- 
body was strongly in favor of that meas- 
ure except the committee that ordered it, 
The car drivers may be sure that there will 
be no lack of “labor troubles” in their 
business so long as they consent, when- 
ever a ‘‘labor trouble” arises, to hand 
over money to any set of menu without 
asking any questions or receiving any ac- 
count of it. 
TROL DON ON NOR I LL REEE: 

The union for the improvement of the 
canals of this State is issuing a series of 
documents to show the value of the im- 
provements desired, One of the latest of 
these is a statement by Mr. T. C. Rua- 
GLES, a civil engineer familiar with the 
canals and their traffic, showing the effect 
upon the cost of transportation of deepen- 
ing the Erie Canal to nine or ten feet and 
enlarging the locks, He calculates that 
on the volume of traffic in 1880 the 
saving would be $1,883,246 for a 
depth of nine feet and $1,617,925 
for a depth of ten feet. Accord- 
ing to this statement the saving 
in one year would about equal the cost of 
deepening. But the capacity of the canal 
would be largely increased, and the 
number of trips made in a season would 
be 12, instead of 8 Such an improve- 
ment would make the carrying capacity 
of the canal during the season of naviga- 
tion équal to that of all the competing 
railroads, and the decreased cost of 
transportation would attract a large vol- 
ume of business. If the calculations of 
the friends of canal improvement can be 
relied on there is no doubt that the ad- 
vantage to the State would far outweigh 
the expense.

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About the meanest specimen of the boy- 
cott which has appeared in this country is 
that which has been declared against the 
Wayne Post Office, in Erie County, Penn. 
Until the present Administration came 
into power the Post Office in this little 
village, the principal industry of which is 
represented by a cheese factory, had been 
presided over by Mrs. Mary Buuuarp, 
but that lady has been forced to give 
way to Mrs. MartHa Preston, who is 
said to be a Democrat, though consid- 
ering the fact that Pennsylvania women 
have no vote, it is difficult to see why 
they should be classed either as Demo- 
crats or Republicans, The Republicans, 
to show their displeasure, have boycotted 
the office and hired a man to carry their 
mail to Elginborough, ten miles away.

CONGRESSIUNAL PAIRONAGE Vs, 
REFORM, 


MR. EATON TO MR. KANDALL—THIRD LET~- 
TER, 
BRATTLEBOROUOHR, Vt., June 5, 1886. 

DEAR Sik: In my last letter 1 pointed 
out the practical effect which would follow the 
adoption of your covert and hostile proviso to 
the Legislative and Executive Appropriation 
bill. It was made plain that if adopted it would 
defeat the fair, liberal, and non-partisan provis- 
ions of the Civil Service act and rules, and en- 
able them to be used by place-nunting Congress- 
men and politicians generally of your faith, to 
secure patronage for themselves and their party. 
You hardly need be told that I have not doubt- 
ed that such results were precisely those which 
you intended. Every attempt to draw a more 
charitable conclusion has failed. I bave not 
written with the expectation of converting you 
to reform policy, or of deterring you from your 
assault upon the Administration; but mainly to 
give such information to members of Conyress 
with whom duty to the public interests are par- 
amount, but who have not had the practical 
familiarity with the subject needed for the ready 
comprehension of the demagogical adroitness 
and disastrous tendency of your scheme. 

I bave abundant evidence that you clearly 
foresee and appreciate the personni and parti- 
gan use you and politicians like you could make 
of your proviso. Just in the degree that the 
mind of a legislator is 80 narrow and proscrip- 
tive that he is unable to take a just view of any 
interest beyond that of a class which supports 
him, of any portion of the country beyond bis 
own Stace, or of any of his fellow-citizens oul- 
side of his own party, especially if he has been 
along time in Congress without ever making a 
speech which a patriot or thinker would care to 
recall, or ever been identified with a measure of 
large or lberal policy, we may be certain that 
he will attach the utmost importance to every 
secret and cunning device for direct personal and 
parti-an advantage and be ready to sacrifice to 
it the great interests of his party and his 
country. 

That you are well prepared to make the most 
of such a device, you huve made clear enough. 
Your ingenious but futile efforts to get the 
charming Mrs. P——k into the service, plainly 
hinting that the pussing of the examination 
would be quickly followed by her appointment, 
tosay nothing of otber cases, is quite decisive. 
With your proviso in force, she and every pret- 
ty woman especially interesting to a member, 
and every electioneeriug agent in the country, 
with an influential Congressman pushing be- 
hind, would soon geta place, Itis astonishing 
how much trouble some members will take to 
help certain women to places, especially if they 
are pretty. They bring them over to the commis- 
sion to suggest that they have been too severely 
marked and to say they ought to be allowed to 
try again. I have bad a Senator (but no longer a 
Senator) come to me three times in one day in 
behalf of such a woman. It is but just, how- 
ever, to state that, with relatively few excep- 
tions, members of Congress have withstood 
solicitation and regarded the public interest. 

If Congress can, a8 you seem to think, by 
mere audacious usurpation and refusing sala- 
ries force the President to change his rules, 
surely it will be easy for Congressmen combin- 
ing for spoils, and led on by an ex-Speaker, first 
to frighten examining boards into allowing 
Congressional henchmen and pretty favorites 
to pass the examinations and then to coerce 
heads of departments, Pustmasters, and Col- 
lectors, by various threats, into appointing them 
promptly, even though these numerous darlings 
and flunkies may be only a degree above dunces, 
with hundreds of meritorious competitors on 
the certifications marked far above them, but 
with no influence behind them. No man knows 
all these possibilities better than yourself The 
moment such shall be the case ten removals from 
the classified service will he promptiy made for 
every one made up to this time. Members of 
Congress and politicians swarming from every 
quarter would crowd the departments and 
clamor for places. The erade of qualifications 
for entering tne service would fall rapidly.

My convictions, 
based on my practical familiarity with 
the subject, are so strong on these points 
that 1 should think it better that all

_ the world in the executive documents and 

latory of two Administrations, than to have 
that ineffaceable record dishonored and dis.

The swift overthrow of your party would insure 
the establishment of the rules. I can under. 
stand how itis possible for a politician of your 
experience and views to prefer abundant patror- 
age and spoils in the immediate future to tho 
lasting strength and honor of your party anda 
the highest interests and glory of your country. 
But 1 cannot understand how you can expect 
that a Republican Senate will ever assent to a

this disgraceful proviso for the purpose of 
forcing him to humiliate bimseif before your 
faction or to practically repudiate a tunaa- 
mental principle of his policy; but I cannot un- 
derstand bow, knowing him, his patriotic coure 
age and devotion to duty, you can seriously be- 
lieve that he will ever bring discredit upon 
his Administration and his great. office by yield 
ing to your demands. I can understand why you 
are blind to the great opportunity the Pre-1. 
dent has opened to your party of secur- 
ing the only doubtful and _ the decisive vote 
of the country, if the Democratic leaders 
have but the virtue and the wisdom needed to 
fairly and honorably support that reform pol- 
icy to which he is pledged, and by which he 
has stood with a noble consistency and firm- 
ness in the midst of unprecedented difficulties;

It may be the Senate—willing to help you 
down into the sea to which you are trying to 
lead the hungry spoilsmen and blind zealots of 

our party—will allow your proviso to pass, 

nasmuch, however, as it will none the less re. 
cord your and their infidelity and folly if de. 
feated, I believe it will fail in the Senate. But 
if itshall pass that body, then in clear outline 
the great issue between all that is most honest 
and patriotic in our politics on one side and all 
that is most selfish, vicious, and corrupt on the 
other—between a merit system which will honor 
and a spoils system which will deyvraae 
the Nation—will be conspicuousiy made up 
before the country. It will come before the 
President for a decision which will be as moe 
mentous as it will be memurabie, It is not often 
that a statesman hasso grand an opportunity as 
that will present to honorably save his party, ta 
heroically save the people, to grandly redeem 
his pledges, to worthily fix his name among the 
very first of the heroes and statesmen of his 
country.

THE CROPS IN DAKOTA, 

St. Pavut, Minn., June 8.—The Pioneer 
Press will say to-morrow: “Tne rain which 
commenced falling in the Northwest Monday 
night came just in time to save crops of all 
kinds from very serious damage. In fact, it is 
doubtful if wheat in some sections will recover 
entirely from the effects of the drought ever 
with the present rain, as the plant had 
already begun to turn yellow and hada very 
sickly appearance. The rain of yesterday 
extended ail over Dakota, with few exceptions, 
from St. Vincent in the north to Huron in the 
south. The Devil’s Lake country, which needed 
rain more than any other section, got a pretty 
good soaking, although not enough to put the 
groundinthe best condition. Atsome places 
the rain was quite heavy, but. as a rule, 
consisted of light showers. At Bismarck the 
rain was light, but at Huron very heavy. 
Along the Northern Pacitic there were light 
showers and generally all that was needed. In 
Soutbern Minnesota, along the Omahaand Min- 
neapolis and St. Louis, rain was nut heavy and 
the showers scattering, much as those of a 
week ago. Taking Minnesota and Dakota 
as a whole, the crop is saved for 
the present at least, but it will 
require much more rain at frequent 
intervals to keep it in good condition. In many 
places the crop is thin om the ground, and on 
those sections missed by the rains of June 1 had 
already begun to show sigos of injury. The 
ground in many piaces in Dakota and Southern 
Minnesota is dry to a considerable depth, and it 
will take more than light showers to bring ou¢ 
@ goodsaverage crop.” 





TO GUARD BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

Orrawa, June 8.—The Minister of Militia 
leaves in u few days for British Columbia, with 
a view of inspecting the arrangements about to 
be made therein connection with coast defenses.

A FINE MILITARY DISPLAY AT 
WEST POINT, 

@ADIES PLAYING HAVOC WITH THE BAT- 
TALION OF YOUNGSTERS—HOW THE 
OFFICERS SPEND THEIR TIME, 

West Porst, June 8.—This has been more 
fike a typical Summer day than any other since 
the exercises began. The sun does his work 
nobly up here when not interfered with by the 
ptrong breezes that sweep down from the mount- 
ain gorges and toss the green arms of the trees 
about ip joyous gesticulation. To-day the heat 
rays ofthe great luminary have been in the 
ascendant and the thermometer has gone up like 
oil in a bull market. The ladies—I thank thee, 
old-time West Point romancer, for teaching me 
that word—have just bloomed in light cos- 
tumes. One little woman was out bright and 
early this morning, clad in one of those cos- 
tumes of some fleecy white stuff in which the 
male novelist delights, playing tennis with all 
her might—and a small boy.

A HEATED CONFLICT BETWEEN THE CHAM- 4 


BER AND THE CABINET. 


Parrs, June 8.—The committee of the 
Chamber of Deputies having the Government's 
Expulsion bill in charge have rejected the pro- 
posed report of their Chairman, M. Maret, Sr., 
because it opposed the expulsion of the Princes, 
and have elected M. Pelletan, reporter, in M. 
Maret’s place. The committee, by a vote of 6 to 
5, have decided to adopt the proposal of M. Flo- 
quet, President of the Chamber of Deputies, 
who favors a bill banishing all the Princes with- 
out distinction. This bill has been rejected by 
the Cabinet. 

Dispatch to the Courrier des Etats Unts. 

Paris, June &.—Afteralong debate the 
commission to which the Chamber of Deputies 
had sent the proposed Jaw for the expulsion of 
the Princes have reached a conclusion upon 
which they will base their report. <A disa- 
greement exists between the commis- 
sion and the Ministry upon the ques- 
tion of the advisability of expelling 
the Princes who are not pretenders to the 
throne. The report of the commission proposes 
to the Chamber a vote for an immediate and 
enforced expulsion of all the Princes who are 
connected with any of the families who have 
reigned in France. On the contrary, M. de Frey 


cinet holds to his first proposition. He wishe 
to expel only the pretenders and their di- 
rect heirs; that is to say, the Comte de Paris and 
his two sons and Prince Jerome Bonaparte and 
his two sons. Victor and Louis. He does not wish 
to have the Duc de Chartres, brother of the 
Comte de Paris; their uncles, the Duc d’Aumale, 
the Duc de Nemotrs; the Prince de Joinville 
and the sons of the last two. the Duc d’Alengon 
and the Duc de Penthiaévre, expelled. 

The principal ground of complaint made by 
the Ministry against the Comte de Paris grows 
out of an incident which happened at the téte 
given by the pretender at the Hotel Galliera, on 
the Rue de Varennes, at the time or the recent 
departure of the Princess Amélie for Lisbon. 
Tne Count had invited to this féte all the 
Ambassadors accredited to. Paris, as if he were 
a reigning sovereign instead of a simple citizen. 
Tne Ambassacors,in declining that invitation, 
had shown that they considered it out of piace. 
It is also charged that the pretender !ias recenily 
organized societies for advancing the interests 
of the Monarchists while nominally organizing 
committees On agriculture in the various de- 
partments. 

The proposition for the expulsion wi!l come 
up for discussion in the Chamber of Deputies on 
Thursdav. Kepublican opinion seems to be 
much divided on the question. A part of the 
Opportunists, among whom is M. Brisson, have 
come out against M. de Freycinei’s proposition, 
and are consequentiy in favor of a gen- 
eral aud immediate expulsion of all 
the Princes by direct vote of the Cham- 
ber. As for the Moderate Republicans they 
are opposed to any vote of expulsion on the 
ground that they see no necessity forit. Tie 
Senate appexrs to be unfavorable to the project 
of M. de Freycinet, and it certainly will be tothe 
committee's plan if the Chamver gives any inai- 
cation that they will adopt it. 


It is understood that should the bill expelling 
the French Princes become a law, the Comte de 
Paris will probab'y seek asylum in this country, 
an invitation to him to do so having been cabled 
recentiy by several of the Prisce’s old comrades 
in the Army of the Potomac. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

BERLIN, June 8,—The infantry regiments 
at Frankfort-on-the-Main are being drilled to 
the use of bicycles and tricycles for military 
purposes. The men ride the machines in march- 
ing order. 

BRUSSELS, June 8.—Electiens were held 
in Belgium to-day to replace outgoing members 
of the Chamber of Deputies. The Catholics 


gained 1] seats. The Chamber now consists of 
97 Catholics and 41 Liberals. 


Lonpon, June 8.—Advices from Noumea, 
the capital of the French colony of New-Cailedo- 
nia, state that two French men-of-war, with 
troops abourd, have leit New-Caledonia with 
sealed orders, it ig su;posed for the New- 
Hebrides Islands. The British Consul of Nou- 
mea has telegraphed to Ear! Granville, British 
Coionial Minister, confirming the above report. 
He adds thxt the vessels carried buiiding mate- 
rial anda three months’ supply of provisions, 
and says their departure was kept a secret in 
Nvoumea Harbor, and that the British Consulate 
had been watched by the French for two duys, 
in order to prevent the British from forestalling 
the expedition.

POSSIBILITY OF A BITTER CONTEST OVER 
HI§ WIL. 

Burraro, N. Y., June 8.—The hearing 
on the probate of the will of the late Francis W. 
Tracy. the millionaire husband of Agnes Ethel, 
the actress, began to-day. Harriet F. Tracy, of 
New-York, a daughter by a former wite, is dis- 
posed to contest the will, though a clause disin- 
bheriting any legatees who might contest it 
stands somewhat in the way. Miss Tracy was 
left $100,000 under certain restrictions. Frank- 
lin D. Locke testified to-day that the deceased 
might have been influenced in making the will, 
so far as bis daughter was concerned, by the tact 
that whenever he calied to see her in New-York 
she was always accompanied by a servant who 
remained throughout their interviews, thouh 
requested to leave by Mr. Tracy. An effort is 
being made to draw outif possitle tacts tend- 
ing to show that the deceased millionuire’s mind 
was not level and that he was mentally incom- 
petent to make a will.

THE STRIKE DECLARED OFF

RECOGNIZING THE HOPELESSNESS 

OF FURTHER FIGHTING. 

NO PAY YESTERDAY FOR THE THIRD-, 
AVENUE STRIKERS—TROUBLE ON A 
CROSS-TOWN LINE, 

The Third-avenue strike was formally 
declared off soon after 1 o’clock this morning. 
The leaders had been in seesion at the hall, at 
Fourth-avenue and Eignty-seventh-street, near- 
ly all the evening, and this was the result. 

The unemployed men went to bed last 
night thoroughly convinced that they had 
nothing to expect from the railway company, 
and satisfied that if they wanted employment 
they must look elsewhere for it. The men 
seemed demoralized yesterday. Before night- 
fall they understood thoroughly that the prom- 
ises of their leaders could not be relied upon, 
They had the same difficulty as on Mon- 
day in finding the Executive Committee. 
Rumors were afloat that every member of the 
Executive Committee would be arrested, but 
the only members who appeared in a police 
court yesterday were James P. Graham and 
William G. Boyle. The former appeared at the 
Harlem Police Court ,before Justice Gorman to 
apswer to the charge of conspiracy. His counsel, 
Lawyer O’Beirne, asked for an adjourn- 
ment until 8 o’clock on Friday. The 
request was granted. Then Boyle’s case 
was called. The striker was represented 
He said he would waive 


an examination. Justice Gorman said he would 
adjourn the case until Friday afternoon. 
Boyle’s counsel objected, on the ground that his 
client could just as well waive an examination 
after as before it had begun. Justice Gorman 
said he would listen to a discussion of this point 
on Friday afternoon, and that settled it. Both 
Boyle and Graham renewed their bail. 

Boyle admitted that the manner in which the 
strike had been conducted was & Mistake. 
Graham, in a conversation with a TIMES report- 
er, made light of the reports that the Executive 
Committee had made a great deal of money out 
of the strike. He was asked if the strikers had 
been paid,as he had promised on Monday. “1 
didn’t pay them,” he replied, “* but I ordered 
sas: should be paid.” 

If this order were given, it was not obeyed 
The strikers hung about Mentge’s Hall for 
awhile, but not finding any of the Executive 
Committee, walked down to Columbia Hall, on 
First-avenue. None of the committee were 
there. The strikers formed little searching 
parties and began scouring the town for the 
Executive Committee. A number of the men 
claimed last evening that some of the 
strikers had been paid. These were men who 
are spoken of by the Executive Committee as 
“still loyal.” The great body of the strikers 
were not paid, and none of the men who said 
they had been prid, couldshow any money. They 
left Columbia Hall shortly after 6 o’clock last 
evening with the avowed intention of gvuing to 
their homes, and of making an effort to secure 
work wherever it was to be had. 

Richard Murray and F. Moloney, drivers, and 
Schenck Lynch, time-inspector, on the Des- 
brosses-street line of the Dry Dock, East Broad- 
way and Battery Railroad Company, a commit- 
tee appointed by the employes of that road on 
Monday night to secure the reinstatement 
of Augustus McDevitt, their starter. called 
on President William White yesterday 
morning. Before they made known 
their business, Mr. White asked them if they 
came as representatives of any organization. 
They answered that they came simply on behalf 
of the employes of the road, to ask for 
the reinstatement of McDevit3, who was 
willing to make an apology and have 
any proper understanding with the officers 
of the company. Mr. White told them that 
McDevitt had been discharged for insubordina- 
tion and falsehood, and asked the members of 
the commititee, who are old employes, if they 
had ever known of a case where an employe of 
the company, who had been discharged four in- 
subordination, had been take back. They were 
obligea to admit that they had not, 

In the afternoon the committee met Super- 
intendent F. F. White, and asked him if there 
had been any change in the determination of 
the President. T: ey were told that there had 
been no change, and they left, Lynch going to 
the Grand-Strect Ferry, Murray to the B: wery 
and Grand-street, where they talkei with the 
drivers and conductors of the Desbrosses-street 
cars us they came along, while Moloney talked 
to the drivers of the Cortiandt-street cars. 

Last night the men talked strongly ot another 
tie-up. Tney said there would certainly be one 
it McDevin were not reinstated. Some of the 
conductors said they would not tle-up, anyway, 
and that they were sick of the busi ess, 

At the offices of the Fourth, Sixth, Broadway, 
and Ninth Avenue Lines yesterday, the story, 
which bas been industriousiy circulated by some 
of the strikers, and which was assivned as 
one of the reasons for Saturday's tie- 
up, to the effect that the companies intend- 
ed to revoke the concessions granted be- 
cause of the failure of the Third-avenue 
strike, was denounced as ridiculous. Noth- 
ing will be done, it was suid, to alienate 
public sympathy, which the manngers. say is 
now on their side. The Presidents of these sev- 
eral roads regara the tie-up system as doomed, 
and do not anticipate any more trouble trom 
this cause now or in the future, 

President Curtiss, of the Sixth-Avenue Com- 
Pany, takes exceptions to a clause in the state- 
ment made by Chairman Graham to the Execu- 
tive Committee, Monday night, as appears by the 
foliowing letter addressed to THE TIMES: 

I notice in to-day’s TIMES a statement reported as 
mace by Mr.Graham as follows: the Kxecutive 
Committee sent dispaichesto the Presidents of nine 
surface railroad companies, and at 6 o'clock saturday 
evening, repre-entative. of each of the roads notitiea 
calied upon the said committee at No. 268 Bowery.” 
That statement is not true so far as this company is 
concerned. A dispxtch was received from the com- 
mittee, but no notic» or action was taken regurding It.

SERIOUS RESULT OF A QUARREL. 


Nicholas Matthes came to this city on 
Monday trom Shippenviile, Mass.,to look for 
work. He took board at the home of Will- 
iam Stampf, No. 16 Greenwich-street, and 
was given a bed with Frank Aulersberger. 
The two bad a quarrel. Last night Aulersber- 
«er snatched a handkerchief from Matthes, and 


the latter showei fixht. Several others 
came to dAulersberger’s assistance, and 
in @ short time Matthes wus _ lying 
upon the sidewalk in tront of No, 2 
Greeuwich-street, in a pool of blood. Detective 
O’Hara was attracted to the sput by the cries, 
and, with the assistance of Officer McDonald, ar- 
rested Aulersberger, Julius Meyer, and George 
Scuultz. The former was identified by Matthes 
as one of his assailants, and the others were 
tuken to Chambers-Street Hospital, but M t- 
thes, who bad already been taken there, said 
they bad no band in the assault. They were 
locked up, however, us witnesses. 

Dr. White examined Matthes’s wounds and 
found two compound tractures of the 
skull, a deep cut on the left side of the 
head, which bad severed the temporal artery, 
astab woundin one wrist, ana a cut in the 
middle joint of one little finger. It is thought 
that the wounded man cannot recover. He is 
about 28 years old.

RICHARD MARCH HOE.. 

A short time ago Mr. Richard March 
Hoe, the senior memver of the printing press 
firm of R. Hoe & Co., of this city, accompanied 
by his wife and his daughter and son-in-law, Mr. 
and Mrs. Platt, started from New-York onan 
extended tour through Europe. The trip was 
designed by Mr. Hoe, who for some months pre- 
vious had been in not very good health, asa 
pleasure excursion for his companions and asa 
means of securing rest for himself. The party 
arrived in Fiorence, Italy, a tew weeks ago, and 
ttrere proposed to remain for some time. Mr. 
Hoe had been feeling very much better from 
the time he sailed from New-York, and no ap- 
Prehension on his account was felt, Suddenly 
on Monday night, without a moment’s warning, 
he was stricken with heart disease, and died ina 
very few moments. The news was at once cabied 
to his brother, Peter S. Hoe. The remains will 
be embaimed and brought to America, and wil! 
be interred in the family vault in St. Aun’s 
Church, 

Mr. Hoe was born in this city in 1812. His 
father, a machinist, had come to this country 
from Englaid in 1803, and had established the 
business of building printing presses which now 
existsona large scale, In 1827 the first cylinder 
press was invented by the elder Hoe, and almost 
at the same time Richard March Hoe, wno had 
been attending acommon school, was admitted 
into the workshop. He, too, developed the same 
mechanical ingenuity which bad already made 
his father somewhat famous. He labored faith- 
fully, and in 18387, when 25 years old, he invented 
the double cylinder press. His father died in 
1833, leaving Richard the head of the firm, The 
brothers, Robert, Jr., and Peter were the other 
members, 

Between 1837 and 1846 Mr. Hoe labored inces- 
santly on improvements to his press,and asa 
result inthe last named year he perfecte: the 
rotary or lightning press. This invention pre- 
ceded the improved Appleguath press, used by 
the London ‘/imes for several years, aud was 
used in almost a}l newspaper offices then in ex- 
istence in New-York. On this new press the 
form of type was secured upon the surface of a 
large horizontal cylinder, and printed at every 
revolution as many papers as the machine had 
impression cylinders. These cylinders were at 
first fourin number, then six, then eight, and 
then ten, giving finally a maximum production 
of 20,000 single sheet copies an hour. Before 
this type revolving press was invented the ma- 
chines used printed bs moving the form of type 
back and forth, asona plane. In 1851 R. Hoe & 
Co. built s big press for the Stun, and the com- 
pletion of this piece of work was celebrated by 
adinneratthe Astor House to Mr. Hoe. The 
Rev. Henry Ward Beecher and Dr. Chapin by 
their eloquence made it a memorable one. 

The great trouble, however, with all these 
Presses was that they were not fast enough to 
accommodate the growing circulation of the 
dailies. It required too longa time to arrange 
and rearrange the type. Many improvements 
were made by Mr. Hoe, but the present perfect 
press was not invented until the art of stereo- 
typing was developed. Upon this new improve- 
ment Mr. Hoe bent all his energies and finally 
invented the press now in use, which cuts the 
paper after both sides are printed, folds it, and 
turns out the perfect newspaper. The firm, 
which now consists of Robert Hoe, Jr., Peter 8. 
Hoe, Stephen S,. Hoe, Stephen D. Tucker, and 
Theodore H. Mead, has made presses for news- 

apers in nearly all the large cities in America. 

ney havea branch establishment in England, 
and have furnished many European papers with 
their presses. Foratime the Hoe presses were 
used by the London /imes. Now the owners of 
that paper build all their machines themselves. 

Mr. Hoe leaves a wife, his second, and four 
children, all daughters and all married. The 
amount of the fortune whichin his 74 years of 
life be had accumulated is not known, but is 
very large. 


PRODUCE MEN EXCITED, 
ssianiieioslllichesate 

CuycaGco, June &—There was a lively 
meeting to-day of the Produce Exchange, 
called ostensibly to pass a resolution bear- 
ing on the present freight rates East 
on all dairy products, but the ulterior 
motives of those calling it cropped out when a 
resolution was offered protesting against the 
passage of the so-called Oleomargarine bill 
now before Congress. When the meeting 


was called to order by the: President, 
George W. Linn, a bare quorum was present, 
and about four-fifths of the members in 
the room were strongly in favor of the 
munufacture' of oleoiargarine without 
any restrictions whatever, and therefore 
opposed tothe bill. The freight question wus 
disposed ot by appointing a committee to lay 
the matter before the transportation companies, 
the grievance appearing in the following, which 
was the conclusiou of a long resolution: 

“We would ask why should the railroads makea 
rate of 30 cenis per :0U pounds on boxed meats and 
jard) from Chicaxo to New York und furnish 
refrigerator curs for the transportation of the 
goods while they exact 60 and 7 cents per luv 
pounds respectively for the lowest giade of 
dairy produce fur the same mileage? The 
rates charged by the different roads on 
west bound shipments of «heere from Uticx or New- 
York to Chicago is 25 cents per !0U pounds. If the 
goods can be hauled west for that why, could they 
not be hauled east for less than 60 cents per 100 
pounds ?” 

H. W. Henshaw offered a resolution earnestly 
protesting against the passage by Congres; of 
the Oleomargerine bill. Secretary Littier, who 
is an advocate of genuine butter, protested 
against the resolution going to a vote without 
a roil call and insisted that members in ar- 
rears for dues should not vyote. A hot 
discussion ensued, in which the _ SGecre- 
tary was charged with remissness in 
sending out notices of arrears, and he 
denied the charge. K. Hexter cbhullenged the 
truth of Litter’s denial, whereupon the 
Secretary grabbed the chair and said 
that if the challenge was repeated he 
would throw the chair at his head. 
Confusion reigned for atime, but good nature 
got the upper hand and straixht butter men 
cume trooping into the room in such numbers 
that the Olecmargarine men gave up the fight 
and nO,action was taken.

MANAGING THE RAILWAYS 


WEST-BOUND PASSENGER TRAFFIC 
ALLOTMENTS. 

THE PERCENTAGES PREPARED BY COMMIS- 

SIONER FINK-—SUCCESSFUL WORKING 
OF THE EMIGRANT POOL, 


Commissioner Fink has made up his 
mind about the allotment of west-bound passen- 
ger traffic, and the several companies in the 
pool will be at once informed what they are to 
receive. The nercentages will not, however, be 
made public by the Commissioner. He explained 
that the general public, stockholders, and 
brokers would not understand the prinsiples 
upon which the award was made, and the per- 

entuges would be deceiving to them. The 
tables prepared by Commissioner Pierson gave 
him, month by month, the total number of 
tickets sold to principal points West during the 
past three years, the total amount received for 
them, and the total amount that would have 
been received if regular tariffs had been main- 
tained. There wasalso another column in the 
broad sheet which Commissioner Pierson called 
“constructive mileage.” This was the result of 
a caiculation, made by allowing to each route, 
irrespective of length and differentials, the full 
rate, and then assigning to each company its pro 
rate according to its mileage. Under the benefi- 
cent pooling system the longer the route the 


less the fare, and, of course, the greater the cost 
of doing the business, The latter provision is 
intended to assure them a little more revenue to 
compensate for the iucrensed expense. 

The emigrant pool is working very smoothly 
under the percentages allotted by the Commis- 
sioner a few weeks ago. Therailroad companies 
have abolished all agencies in this country and 
in Europe, and the tickets are now sold by the 
steamship companies. The Commissioner at 
Castle Garden divides passengers on their 
arrival arbitrarily, so as to give cach line its pro- 
portion, and at the same time a full train 
if possible. Some of the tickets now coming 
in were issued at the old dollar rate. That makes 
no difference. It all eoes in the bag—so many 
passengers tor so much gross receipts. Then 
the expenses are deducted, the division of the 
surplus made, and checks sent to each company 
for itssbare. The total immigation at this port. 
for the first 5 months of the year was 11,517, 
which is very much less than for the 
sume period of last year, when the total 
was almost 20 per cent. below that of 
1884. This is due to the hard times and to the 
labor strikes, no doubt, but the quality of the 
immigration has vastly improved, It is of a bet- 
ter class and brings more money. Seventy-five 
per cent. of the whole goes to Western points, 
and probably more than two-thirds of that is 
distributed from Chicago through tne North- 
western Territories. The Northern Pacific lands 
seem to be attracting the greatest proportion of 
the whole. 


THE OPPOSITION RETIRES. 
It was announced some weeks ago with 
a flourish of trumpets that the present mana- 
gers of the Oregon and Transcontinental Com- 
pany were to be ousted at the approaching 
election of the company. A lively campaign 


aiming at this has been carried on lately under 
the leadership of Mr. Brayton Ives and other 
well known Wali-street brokers. But for some 
reason the object aimed at has not been accom- 
Plished. It was announced yesterday that the 
opposition movement hada come to anend, and 
stock bought by the “anti” ticket was thrown 
on the market. 

A good many stories have been current in 
Wall-street since the fight began against the 
present Directors of the Oregon and Transcon- 
tinental Company as to what the movement 
really signified. It has been averred that the 
new project aimed at the reinstatement of Henry 
Villard as President of the company. Another 
theory has been that some big Wa!l-street 
houses who are made defeudants in lawsuits for 
extensive damages by the auygre-siveness of the 
present management have cesired to get control 
for self-protection. Whatever the fact may be, 
the scheme has failed; so it is generally deciared 
in the Street. The books «of the company close 
to-morrow preparatory to the election. 


PREPARING FOR THROUGH TRAINS. 

MONTREAL, June 8.—The Canadian Pacific 
authorities have drawn up the time schedules 
between here and Vancouver, The first train 
will probably leave Montreal on Monduy, June 
21, at8P. M., and will reach Vancouver the fol- 
lowing Sunday morning, making the journey of 
2.900 miles in 186 hours, beating the time he- 
tween New-York and San Francisco by 20 hours, 
The Aldermen propose to get up a demon- 
stration on the departure of the train. 
Tne sleepers and dining cars for the 
through service are being collected here for the 
opening. When about half of them have reached 
the other side the first train East will be dis- 
patched. When the road is thoroughly bailasted 
and in good working order the trip across the 
continent by the Canadian Pacific will be made 
in 120 hours, and eventually the authorities hope 
to be able to reduce this still further, to 90 
hours. Owing to the cut. in transcontinental 
rates the passenger rates have not yet been 
made up.

jority of all parties in interest. It fa-

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THE HARLEM COMMONS HEIRS. 
—_——~ 
ONE OF THEM DECLARES THAT A SWINDLE 
IS BEING ATTEMPTED. 

Prrtspure, Penn., June &—The Rev. W. 
R. Coovert, one of the claimants to the Harlem 
estate, and until recently manager of the syndi- 
cate of heirs, denies that his membership therein 
was revoked or that ho was called an impostor. 
He says he resigned, and exhibits documents to 
prove his assertion. Hefurthermore says that 
be is more firmly convinced than before that the 
heirs have a good claim from tke fact that New- 
York City is unable to give a clear title to tho 
property. Mr. Coovert was interviewed this 
evening, when he made this rather sensational 
statement, charging the syndicate with fraud. 
He said: 


“ The facts of the case are these: Some time 
ago I became suspicious of the actions of a cer- 
tuin member of the oy .licate and determined .o 
make a careful and thorough investigation of 
the whole matter to satisfy myselt that every- 
thing was being curried on in 2 straight manner, 
and atso to ascertain whether, indeed, 
this claim amounted to anything. In order 
to do this employed as private 
counsel Judge Bredin, of Butler, Penn.; 
J. H. McCreery, of this city, and Charles P. 
Crosby. of New-York, through whose assistance 
I have got my eyes pretty thorouchly opened. 
In fact, lhave discovered a gigantic scheme to 
swindle the heirs out of their rignts. I have re- 
fused to bea party to the transaction, and, as 
stated, sent in my resignation on the 19th of 
April. But to the scheme on foot: 

* Ta the first place, it is the judgment of my 
counse] that the syndicate formed unaer the 
laws of-the State of New-York is not a lawful 
organiZation j£hat all the parties to the syndicate 
are Hable to be treated as a voluntary associa- 
tion,.-and: indiviaually liable for any debts 
incurred in the prosecution of the 
case; that the manner in which the 
certificates of stock are signed by Gen. Fre- 
mont, and liable to issue simply on the counter 
signature of tne Secretary, is likely to lead to 
serious confusion and possibly fraudulent com- 
plications, to which fam not ready to be a 
party, either active or passive. _In view of this 
I had the meeting called at Toledo, but did not 
20, for reasors which I shall give hereafter; so 
much for that feature of the swindle. Now 
for anotner: In December, 1883, Senators Lap- 
ham, of New-York, in the Senate of the United 
States had a joint resolution passed requir 
the Secretary of War to contract for the iffi- 

rovement of the Harlem River navigation, 
n the way of building a ship canal. The reso- 
Jution provided that one Charles Stoughton and 
parties whom he might associate with should re- 
ceive the contract for a sum not exceeding 
$1,295,000 for work in the upper end, the con- 
tract being leased on the condition that Stough- 
ton secured the right of way free of cost to the 
United States, in which case $400,000 of the 
money would be available at once. 

“ Following this at once Stoughton had a com- 
mission of three, consisting of Mr. F. Smith, 
Mayor Grace, and James D. Fish, of -Grant & 
Ward fame, now in the State prison, appointed 
to make estimates and assessments of the lands 
included in the survey of Gen. Newton, for 
canal purposes, for which $250,000 was set apart 
as compensation to carry out the scheme. Inthe 
same year, and the same month, Shupe secured 
a charter to build inland basins and canals, with 
a capital stock of $300,000, the stock being paid 
up by quit claim deeds from the heirs of the 
original patentees to the land to be used in 
constructing the canal. These deeds were ob- 
tained by Chupe under false representa- 
tions that they (the heirs) could have them 
back again. But when the organization of 
the syndicate was completed the deeds passed 
out of Shupe’s bands and became the property 
of the syndicate. Ina word, the scheme is this: 
I understand that Col. Waldren had sold our 
to New-York City before the test suit was 
brought; also that his case against the city has 
already been decided by the case of Hart against 
the City of:New- York, in 95, New-York Court of 
Appeals; that in order to win the pending 
case it would be necessary to reverse the highest 
court in the State, a possibility exceedingly 
limited. Well, this last case being lost, it is 
thought, will quiet the heirs, who will conclude 
that they bave no title or claim to this property, 
when, as a matter of fact, the test 
case was brought in such a way, 
and in such a place, that it does notaffect the 
real title of the heirs. This, then, will leave 
Shupe with his charter, those quit claim deeds, 
$300,000 capital, which can soon be 
turned over to Stoughton, thereby givine 
him right of way free of cost, which 
aiso assures him this appropriation to 
build the Harlem Canal. The heirs are as yet 
ignorant of the scheme, and while they were at 
‘To!edo last week I was before Judge Van Brunt, 
of the Supreme C.:.urt of New-York,in an:wer 
to a citation, looking after the interests of those 
heirs who have not parted with their deeds by 
havirg the hearing 1n the case po -tponed, which 
I succeeded in doing until the 22d of this 
month.”

Be was speaking of the lack of interest shown 
in the benefits given during the past year for the 
fund. “ The fund is for you andor you,” he con- 
tinued, “‘and yet, in a season when a number of 
most successful benefits have been engineered in 
our own city for actors and actresses whose large 
galaries ought to enable them to be independent 
of such appeals,” (and here the audience ap- 
plauded enthusiastically,) *“*the Actors’ Fund 


bas been able to secure from the entire United 
States not halfas muchas it has paid out to 
keep absolute want away from your sick and 
helpless fellows and to bury your poor dead. 

‘“*It was understood and fully agreed among 
the managers and actors who founded this tund 
that no benefits (exceptin rare and special in- 
stances) should thenceforth be given in the city 
of New-York, save those given for the fund. 
The pledge has been forgotten, or openly vio- 
lated, especial'y during the season just p st, for 
not only actors, manage's, singers, and agents 
have bad large and profitable benefits, but also 
others whose connection with our profession 
would seem to be too remote to entitie them to 
the services and attention of those who cannot 
find time to devote to their own charity.” 

In the course of his remarks President Palmer 
said that during the four years the Actors’ 
Fund has been in existence the total expend- 
itures for relief and burials have been $60.46), 
and the total of money raised for relief avd for 
investment as permanent funds, $93,660. Relief 
has been afforded to 1,026 persons, and 190 have 
been buried. The speaker referred with pleas- 
ure to the receipt of $6,850 as a share of the pro- 
ceeds of theatrical license fees, and hoped the 
bill passed by the last Legislature, making 
it the duty of the Mayor to pay one- 
half these proceeds to the fund, would receive 
the Governor's signature. During the past year 
relief has been extended to 231 persons, and the 
ralis therfor came from all parts of tne country. 
Twenty lots in Evergreens Cemetery have been 
purchased, and a special fund to pay fora monu- 
ment has grown to $1,878, about $1,000 of which 
has been contributed by the Orderof Elks. In 
closing Mr. Paimer referred to the intention of 
the Trustees to so extend the _ registration 
Dureau that it may do the legitimate work of a 
dramatic agency, and expressed the hope that 
the Actors’ Fund would soon have a house of its 
own, with rooms for the executive officers, 8 
library, and an actors’ exchange. ‘ 

The Secretary’s report showed that during the 
past year the expenditure for relief was 
$7,483 48; for funerals, $2.883; for medicines, in- 
cidentals, salaries, and expenses of administra- 
tion, $6,484 61. The Treasurer had a balance 
last year of $9,189 94. The receipts of the year, in- 
cluding this balance, were $26,640 24. he pres- 
sent balance, after paying the bills aboye men- 
tioned, together with $3.600 for cemetery lots 
and $980 for fencing, grading, and otherwise 
improving them, is $5,759 15. The invested 
funds amount to $27,000 in United States bonds.

A BADLY TREATED SAILOR, 
#HANGHAIED IN RIO DE JANEIRO AND SUING 
HIS CAPTAIN HERE. 


Gustave Johnson told a queer story of 
misadventure in the City Court yesterday. He

Bishop took him to the British Consul’s office, 
charged him with mutiny, and despite bis pro- 
tests bad him putin jail and kept there until 
the Canvas-down was ready to sail. Thecost of

The case was tried yesterday in the City Court 
before Judge Browne, who overruled Capt. Bish-

COUNTERFEITERS IN THE TOILS, 
A GANG OF EIGHTEEN MEN EITHER CON- 
VICTED OR AWAITING TRIAL. 

Since March 1 Chief Drummond, of the 
Secret Service Bureau in this city, has been busy 
entrapping a gang of Italian and American 
counterfeiters who made their headquarters at 
ex-Assemblyman Eiseman’s saloon, No. 294 Bow- 
ery. Col. Drummond sent a detective to in- 
gratiate himself into the confidence of the gang. 
This the detective succeeded in doing by play- 
ing pool with the men and a fine gathering of 
** crooks” he found there, 

The first two of the gang arrested were J. A. 
Gallagher and Alfred Beach, who, the detectives 


ascertained, were going to New-England to get 
rid ot some of their bad coin. Chief Drummond 
hed the pair shadowed, and they were arrested 
at Hartford. Charles Coleman and Charles Lee, 
alias Clark, were next trapped in Newark. Jack 
Gill, another of the gang, was caught in South- 
street, where he was attempting to pass a coin 
on a saloon keeper. He was sent to prison by 
Judge Benedict,in the United States Circuit 
Court, last month. Jesse L. Hortonand Thomus 
Rickart were caught in the act or passing bad 
money by Col. Drummond’s men on_Ejighth- 
avenue. Barto Lombardo and John B. Irving 
were tracked until caught on Fifty-ninth- 
street. They are now serving sentences in 
prison, The Secret Service detectives had evi- 
dence coilected against Fred Huber, but the 
latter was arrested for abducting a child and 
sentenced to 10 years in prison. Thomas Mel- 
ville, another member of the gang, escaped 
arrest for passing counterfeit money by being 
arrested on a charge of rape on a deaf and 
dum? girl.

CONVICTED OF AN ASSAULT, 
ALFRED L, BURGESS TRIED FOR ATTEMPT- 
ING TO POISON BIS WIFE, 

Alfred L. Burgess, a steam fitter, of No. 
416 West Forty-second-street, who was arrested 
on May 24 onachargeof attempting to poison 
his wite, Mary, was tried for assault in the first 
aegree, before Judge Cowing, in Part II, of the 
Court of General Sessions yesterday. The prin- 
cipal witness for the prosecution was Mrs. Bur- 
gess, who has ecntirely recovered from her recent 
illness. She testified that when she was ill on 
Apri) 30, her sister. Anna Mulholland, nursed 
her, and on May 7 gave hera dose of a light red 
liquid, in lieu of medicine prescribed by Dr. 
Stevens, the family physician, The liquid gave 
her a burning sensation in her throat and 
stomach. While her husband was in Trenton, 
shortly afterward, he wrote to Anna Mulhol- 
land, regretting thatacertain ‘* first attempt” 
had proved a failure, and indicating, Mrs. Bur- 
gess thought, that he intended to poison her. 
The letter, which has already been published, 
was put in eviaence. 

Mrs. Burgess further testified that on May 9 
her husband returned home and gave her a dose 
of the red mixture, which caused burning sensa- 
tions as before. A week later Anna Mulholland 
gave hersome more of the stuff in a bowl of 
soup. After that Burgess and Anna Mulholland 
were indicted by the Grand Jury for attempting 
to poison Mrs. Burgess. Anna Mulholland rao 
away but Burgess was arrested. 

Counsel forthe defense moved to dismiss the 
case on the ground of a lack of evidence, but 
Assistant District Attorney Davis claimed that 
the letter was evidence enough to secure a con- 
viction. In his chargetothe jury Judge Cowing 
intimated that counsel for the prosecution had 
failed to make outacase. The jury returneda 
verdict of guilty. Burgess was remanded for a 
week to enabie his counsel to make a motion for

EX-ALDERMAN KIRE, 





THE REPORT THAT THE ALLEGED BOODLE 
MAN HAD FLED DENIED BY HIMSELF. 


It was rumored yesterday that ex-Alder- 
man William P. Kirk, indicted for receiving a 
bribe of $20,000 for his vote in favor of the 
Broadway Railroad franchise, had fled from the 
city. It has been generally understood—with- 
out the District Attorney’s sanction, however— 
that Kirk is the next to be tried, and it is be- 
lieved that many of the ex-Alderman’s friends 
have advised him to fly from the jurisdiction of 
the courts of this State. 

While the rumor that Kirk had fled was flying 
about, the ex-Alderman was picking cherries on 
his farm at Lake Ronkonkoma, on Long Island. 
Last year, while up in one of these cherry trees, 
the ex-Alderman feli from a topmost bough and 
injured himself so badly that he was laid up for 
several weeks. When the rumor of yesterday 
was wafted across Lake Ronkonkoma to the 
Kirk villa the ex-Alderman made haste to reach 
this city, and yeaterday afternoon he took a sun- 
bath in the City Hail Park. He was not at all 
happy over the rumor, and said to a TIMES re- 
porter that the originator of the story 
was a Villain who deserved hanging. 
**T am here and shall remain here (but not in the 
park,) until my trial takes place, and I do not 
dread the result. If I am fairly tried—and why 
should [ nut be ?—I must be acquitted.” The ex- 
Alderman’s friends were very tudignant over the 
rumor, and said that * Billy’ would never run 
away. It wasalso rumored that other alleged 
boodle Aldermen had fied, but investigation 
proved that none of those under indictment had 
d suppeared. District Attorney Martine still re- 
fuses to say which of the boodle men will next be 
tried, or when such a trial wil] tuke place. He 
says that he does not propose to allow the news- 
paperstotry the prisoner before heis taken 
into court,
